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Vemoires de Madame de Réemusat, 1802-1808.

{ue publication of Madame de Rémusat’s 
memoirs has been long expected, and the 
book will not disappoint the general curiosity. 
Madame de Rémusat will henceforth be 
counted amongst the writers of court memoirs 
whose works, since the time of Philippe de 
Commines, have given such a unique in- 
terest and vividness to French history. 
Amongst them Madame de Rémusat will 
hold a place of high importance, because 
she chronicles the inner life of a ruler whose 
position was solely due to his personal 
qualities, and who, besides his historical sig- 
nificance, will always remain an interesting 
psychological problem. 

Madame de Rémusat was the daughter 
of M. de Vergennes, a gentleman of good 
family, who died on the scaffold in 1794, a 
victim to the suspicions of the Revolution. 
His widow and two daughters were left in 
poverty, but in their distress they made the 
acquaintance of M. de Rémusat, a young 
Provencal, who in the troubles of the re- 
volutionary epoch came to Paris to seek for 
some civilemployment. Mdlle. de Vergennes 
was married at the early age of sixteen ; but 
before that the chance of neighbourhood 
had created an intimacy between her mother 
and Madame de Beauharnais, whom the 
disturbances of the Revolution had also 
brought to Paris. Madame de Beauharnais 
married Napoleon Bonaparte and followed 
him in his Italian campaign; but when he 
set out for Egypt his wife was left behind 
and settled at Malmaison, near which, as it 
happened, M. de Rémusat and his wife were 
staying for some months. The old intimacy 
was renewed, and in 1802, when Napoleon 
as First Consul took possession of the 
Tuileries, Madame de Rémusat was ap- 
pointed maid of honour to Madame Bona- 
parte, and M. de Rémusat became préfet of 
the palace. The First Consul was, as is 
well known, desirous of restoring the old 
glories of the French Court. He seems 
to have been favourably impressed with 
the manners and character of M. and 
Madame de Rémusat; they were both of 
good family and would serve to lend an 
air of respectability to the military circle 
which surrounded him. He could not 
hope at that time to gain over any of the 
haute noblesse ; among gentlefolks M. and 





Madame de Rémusat were as good as any 
whom he was likely to find. 

On their part they do not seem to have 
aad any scruples in accepting their appoint- 
ments. M. de Rémusat was desirous of 
some civil post where he could use his 
energies and earn a salary. As to govern- 
ments, it was difficult to know what was 
the rightful government of France. Public 
opinion was dazzled by the greatness of 
Napoleon’s exploits; he was credited with 
a vast genius capable of realizing the most 
beneficent plans for his country. Per- 
sonally M. and Madame de Rémusat were 
attracted to the First Consul by the kind- 
ness which he had shown them and the 
distant intimacy which always gilds with 
splendour a great man who is only rarely 
seen and then is at his best. The Revolu- 
tion had necessarily destroyed any keen 
sense of political honour. Changes had 
been so rapid that men had learned to con- 
sider that they must make the best of what 
they had rather than reflect too curiously 
whether they approved of it,—hoping all 
things for the future and not troubling 
themselves much about the past. 

Madame de Rémusat remained in the 
service of Josephine till her divorce. During 
that period she regularly kept a diary, in 
the form of letters to an intimate friend, in 
which she described the occurrences and 
impressions of every day. This precious 
document was, however, destroyed, lest it 
might compromise her husband’s safety 
when he was exiled on Napoleon’s return 
from Elba in 1815. The sacrifice was 
useless, for the rule of the Hundred Days 
was too short to admit of any inquisi- 
torial measures. The diary, however, had 
perished; and it was only three years 
later, when time had brought wisdom 
to every one after the event, that Madame 
de Rémusat set herself to gather together 
again her reminiscences of the past. The 
memoirs which she then wrote were carefully 
guarded by her son Charles, and are now 
published by her grandson, who thinks that 
the time has come when they may be 
made public without injuring too much the 
susceptibilities of any one. 

It is useless to regret that these memoirs 
lost their spontaneity, owing to the destruc- 
tion of the diary, and that they were com- 
posed after the writer’s judgment had 
changed about the events and persons 
described. Without impugning Madame de 
Rémusat’s good faith, the reader is forced 
to distrust in some measure her record of 
her impressions. Impressions are always 
interpreted by after-knowledge, and con- 
versations recorded at the time would often 
wear a different meaning from a record 
made of them after a lapse of ten or fifteen 
years. The historian would not be justified 
in drawing too exact inferences from any 
of the points of detail which Madame de 
Rémusat relates. The value of her memoirs 
must rest on the general picture which 
they give of the characters of Napoleon, his 
relatives, and his favourites, as they were 
reviewed after the failure of the Napoleonic 
policy by one who had abundant oppor- 
tunities of seeing them close at hand. More- 
over, Madame de Rémusat’s memoirs are 
valuable as giving a picture of the impres- 
sion which Napoleon produced on those who 
saw him much; they enable the reader to 





trace the gradual change of public opinion 
towards him, and the growing estrangement 
which sprang up between him and the large 
moderate party which had at first been 
willing to receive him as a ‘saviour of 
society,” a reorganizer of France. 

Madame de Rémusat shows penetration, yet 
she writes with entire simplicity and straight- 
forwardness. She does not deal in innuendo, 
but wishes her real opinion to be clearly 
and plainly expressed. If she lacks the 
vivacity and humour of her predecessors, 
she has a true sense of the limits within which 
her recollections may be useful to posterity. 
The great charm of her pages lies in the 
care with which they are written, in the 
evidence of the writer’s belief that she is 
bound to record her impressions that others 
may use them as a help to the formation 
of a mature and deliberate judgment upon 
a great epoch in her country’s history. She 
is so careful on this point that she prefers 
to make clear at the beginning the outlines 
of her conception of the characters of the 
different members of the Bonaparte family. 
She does this with considerable power of 
analysis, though she presents her readers 
with a collection of traits rather than with 
an animated sketch of a complete and formed 
personality. Here, again, there is evidence 
of sincerity. Madame de Rémusat does not 
pretend to wander into the regions of the 
higher politics, but confines herself within 
the limits of her own observation. Yet the 
following passage about Napoleon enables 
the reader to judge of the basis of his 
political position :— 

** Although very remarkable for certain intel- 
lectual qualities, nothing was more debased, it 
must be confessed, than his soul. He had no 
generosity, no true grandeur. I never saw him 
admire, and I never saw him comprehend a 
noble action. He always suspected any trace of 
a good sentiment ; he thought nothing of sin- 
cerity, and never hesitated to say that he recog- 
nized a man’s superiority by the degree of 
ability with which he could manage to lie; on 
these occasions he delighted to tell the story 
that in his childhood one of his uncles had fore- 
told that he would govern the world because he 
had the habit of always lying. ‘ Metternich,’ 
he said at another time, ‘is becoming a states- 
man : he lies well.’ All his means of governing 
men were chosen by Bonaparte amongst those 
which tend to debase them. He feared the ties 
of affection, he tried to isolate every one, he 
only sold his favours in such a way as to awaken 
inquietude, thinking that the true way to attach 
men to himself was to compromise them, and 
often even disgrace them in public opinion. He 
never pardoned virtue except when he could 
overwhelm it with ridicule.” 


The personal features: of Napoleon are 
carefully drawn, his untidiness, awkward- 
ness, brusquerie, restlessness, inability to 
submit to any rules, the rapid alternation of 
his moods, yet his constant power of self- 
restraint in all things, and his keen eye to 
dramatic effect in everything that he did. 
Of his conversational manner she says :— 

“‘T have said that he spoke badly, but his 
language was ordinarily animated and brilliant ; 
his grammatical irregularities often gave him an 
unexpected force, which was perfectly sustained 
by the originality of his ideas. He would warm 
up in an instant. The moment he entered on a 
subject, he pursued it as far as possible, yet 
attentive to observe if he was followed, and 
grateful to any one who understood and 
applauded. Like an actor who grows animated 
by the effect he produces, Bonaparte enjoyed

the approbation for which he carefully looked in 
the faces of his listeners.” ; 

The book, of course, is full of charac- 
teristic sayings of Napoleon. He was 
amused at the gorgeous attire of his new 
marshals and their serious disputes about 

recedence, and whispered to Madame de 
erg ‘It is very convenient to govern the 
French by their vanity.” He was exceed- 
ingly angry when Josephine showed jealousy 
at her husband’s infidelities, and said: ‘I am 
not like other men; the laws of morality 
and conventionality cannot be made for 
me.” When he went on a_ progress 
into Belgium, and was to attend a grand 
ceremony in the cathedral of Brussels, 
the clergy, in order of procession, awaited 
him at the great doorway. They waited 
for some time in vain, till at last they 
perceived that Napoleon had entered by 
another door, and was already seated on the 
throne prepared for him. The reason for 
this sudden change of intention was that 
Napoleon had learned, while on the way to 
church, that on a similar occasion Charles V. 
had entered by a small side door, which had 
ever after kept his name ; he therefore deter- 
mined to enter by the same door, in hopes 
that afterwards it might be called the door 
of Charles V. and Bonaparte. When he 
was to be crowned emperor, M. de Rémusat 
was commissioned to draw up a scheme for 
the new Court. Napoleon read it and ob- 
served, ‘‘'There is not enough pomp; all 
that would not throw dust in people’s eyes.” 

Not the least interesting part of Madame 
de Rémusat’s work are the more political 
parts, in which she has chiefly followed the 
accounts given her by Talleyrand, with 
whom she was intimate in the last part of 
her career. At one period she had an 
opportunity of hearing Napoleon’s confi- 
dences about the early part ot his life. She 
went to the camp at Boulogne to nurse her 
husband, who was ill; as she was the only 
iady there, Napoleon invited her to dine 
with them, and in his conversation gave 
her his account of the steps in his rise to 
power. But his kindness to her was made 
a subject of gossip. On her return she was 
looked upon jealously by Josephine, who 
did not care to believe in Madame de Ré- 
musat’s innocence, and only relented towards 
her when she saw that Napoleon on his 
return did not pursue what she considered 
to be an intrigue any further. The atmo- 
sphere of Napoleon’s Court was, indeed, 
thoroughly base. The suspicious and self- 
seeking character of many members of his 
family was a continual source of annoyance. 
The jealousy of the Bonapartes against the 
Beauharnais was incessant, and family 
squabbles were a constant source of dis- 
quiet. Madame de Résumat has a high 
opinion of Hortense, who was treated by 
her husband, Louis Bonaparte, with ill- 
concealed dislike and suspicion. The whole 
story of the family life is dreary in the ex- 
treme ; yet it is not surprising that a man 
who thought so little of affection should 
meet with none where he had most occasion 
to seek it. 

The chief political event on which Madame 
de Rémusat has any evidence to offer is 
the execution of the Duc d’Enghien. She 
describes in detail Napoleon’s attitude during 
the period in which this step was resolved 
upon, her own despair, and the alarm of 





Josephine. She represents Napoleon as 
acting entirely in cold blood, and disavow- 
ing any personal motive. A scene which 
Madame de Rémusat relates as occurring 
after the execution of the Duc d’Enghien is 
very characteristic both of Napoleon himself 
and of the observation of the writer. The 
emperor was alone with his wife and M. 
and Madame de Rémusat, and, feeling that 
his conduct needed some justification in 
their eyes, turned the conversation on the 
death of the Duc d’Enghien. Madame de 
Rémusat frankly expressed her disap- 
proval. Napoleon answered that the con- 
spiracy against his life needed decisive 
measures, and that he was resolved to use 
the opportunity so as to strengthen his power 
and that of his government :— 

**¢ This conspiracy,’ he continued, ‘ aimed at 
moving Europe ; I was obliged therefore to un- 
deceive Europe and the Royalists. I had to 
choose between persecution in detail and a 
great stroke ; my choice could not be doubtful. 
I have imposed silence for ever both on the 
Royalists and on the Jacobins. There remain 
the Republicans, those dreamers who believe that 
they can build a republic upon an old monarchy, 
and that Europe will allow us peaceably to found 
a federal government of twenty millions of men. 
These men I can never win over, but they are 
few and without credit. You French love a 
monarchy; it is the only government which 
pleases you. I wager that you, Monsieur de 
Rémusat, are a hundred times more at your ease 
since you called me Sire and I call you Mon- 
siewr.’ As there was some truth in this obser- 
vation, my husband laughed and answered that 
indeed the sovereign power seemed to suit him 
very well. ‘The fact is,’ continued the 
emperor, whose good humour increased, ‘I 
believe that I should be a bad hand at obeying. 
wearer I have acquired at present a great facility 
for administering France ; it is because neither 
France nor I any longer deceive one another. 
Talleyrand wished that I should make myself 
king: it was the word in his dictionary. He 
would have thought himself set up again as a 
great lord under a king; but I didn’t want any 
great lords except those of my own creation. 
Moreover, the title of king is used up; it 
carries with it received ideas of which I should 
have to be the heir, and I don’t choose to be 
any one’s heir. The title which I bear is 
grander, and is also a little vague ; it serves 
the imagination. A revolution has been brought 
to an end, and gently, I flatter myself. Do you 
know why? Because it has displaced no interest 
and has awakened many new ones. It is neces- 
sary always to keep your vanity on the stretch ; 
the severity of a republican government would 
have bored you to death. What caused the 
Revolution? Your vanity. What wiil end it? 
Again, your vanity. Liberty is a pretext. 
Equality is your hobby, and now the people are 
content to have for their king a man taken from 
the ranks of the soldiers. Men like the Abbé 
Sieyés,’ he added, laughing, ‘might cry out, 
‘Down with despotism!” my authority will 
always remain popular. To-day I have the 
people and the army on my side; he would 
indeed be a fool who could not reign with that.’ 
On finishing these words Bonaparte rose. Up 
to that movement he had been very cheer- 
ful; his tone of voice, his look, his gestures, 
all were in unison with an engaging sim- 
plicity. He smiled on seeing us smile, and 
amused himself with the remarks which we 
mixed with his speech ; in short, he had put us 
entirely at our ease. But suddenly, as if he had 
finished his part of bonhomme, his face became 
grave ; he assumed a severe expression, which 
always seemed to exalt his little stature, and 
gave M. de Rémusat some insignificant order 
with all the dryness of an absolute master 
who does not wish to lose an occasion of com- 








manding when he makes a request. The sound 
of his voice, so different from that which I had 
been listening to for the last hour, almost made 
me start, and when we had retired my husband 
who had remarked this movement, confided to 
me that he had received the same impression, 
‘You see,’ said he, ‘he was afraid lest this 
moment of expansion should diminish somethin 

of the fear which he always wishes to fempine 
He thought himself obliged to replace us in the 
presence of our master.’ This observation 

true and fine, was never effaced from my 
memory, and I have frequently since then had 
occasion to judge on how true a knowledge of 
Bonaparte’s character it was founded.” 


It would be easy to multiply quotations 
from this interesting book, which no one 
will take up without reading greedily to the 
end; but enough has been said to show its 
importance as illustrating the character and 
the policy of the most remarkable man of 
modern times, for appreciating which 
Madame de Rémusat is likely to remain 
one of the principal authorities. 








Political Studies. By the Hon. George (C. 
Brodrick. (C. Kegan Paul & Co.) 
Some of the studies in this volume are 
political in the sense in which political 
economy is so in Adam Smith’s view, as “a 
branch of the science of the statesman or 
legislator,” and to this class belongs the 
admirable essay on local government, 
originally published by the Cobden Club. 
Others, again, enter the field of contemporary 
party politics, while a third class may be 
said to belong both to politics in that sense 
and to political science. In this last class 
may be placed, for example, the discussion 
of Liberal organization, in which the 
Caucus system is subjected to searching 
examination. Among the studies in the 
volume that are devoid of party colour we 
may refer to one on “ Political Necessity,” 
in which Mr. Brodrick rebukes the time- 
serving that leads statesmen, instead of 
devising the measures they think best for the 
national welfare and promoting them with 
all their strength, to occupy themselves 
rather in watching the public clock till it 
strikes the hour for some predestined change, 
to which, perhaps, they are in their hearts, 
and even avowedly among their own friends, 
opposed. If the consequence of defying 
one of these supposed necessities were 
looked boldly in the face, ‘‘ would it not 
often,’’ Mr. Brodrick asks, “‘ amount to no 
more than the loss of office or the sacri- 
fice of some favourite hobby, and might not 
the tide of prejudice be sometimes turned 
by such resolute conduct?” Yet when Mr. 
Brodrick winds up with the conclusion that 
‘the word necessary, like the word impos- 
sible, should be all but banished from the 
political vocabulary of those who regard 
the acts of nations as amenable to the simple 
laws of right and wrong,” we are driven to 
confess our ignorance of any complete or 
invariable code of laws of right and wrong 
to which the conduct of nations is subject. 
Mr. Brodrick’s changes of opinion with 
regard to the ballot seem to indicate that 
he is himself in possession of no simple and 
infallible rule in relation to the great poli- 
tical question of the suffrage. His essay on 
representative government shows that m 
1855 he was strongly opposed to the ballot. 
Four years later his opposition seems to 
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have been not quite so unwavering, since 
we find him citing, in a dissertation on 
Parliamentary reform, the formula that 

«the ballot is an evil, and has not yet been 
shown to be a necessary evil.” Fifteen 

afterwards he arrives, in relation to 

{reland at least, at the conclusion that a wise 
lawgiver ‘would recognize in the ballot a 
potent remedy against the evil spirit of 
dass ascendency.” The truth is that a 
statesman’s Own opinions must undergo 
some change with time and reflection, and 
that he has also more than his own 

inions to consult. He does not stand 
in the relation of absolute master to the 
nation whose servant as well as governor 
he is, and he must sometimes follow instead 
of leading. There are occasions when he 
ought at all cost to adhere to his own convic- 
tions, but they cannot be defined beforehand, 
and there will always be some difference 
about them when they arise. Nevertheless 
Mr. Brodrick’s censure of the time-serving 

litics of our age may be strongly com- 
mended to consideration. 

It is almost rash to pronounce an 
opinion on the relative merits of studies 
relating to so many departments of the 
field of politics as are comprised in Mr. 
Brodrick’s essays. There are, indeed, critics 
who feel themselves competent to decide 
at onee which is the best of a number of 
dissertations by different writers on sub- 
jects differing even in kind: by Prof. 

uxley, it may be, on a question of biology, 
Mr. Herbert Spencer on social evolution, 
Mr. Tyndall on light, Sir H. Maine on 
archaic law, Mr. Freeman on early English 
history, Sir H. Rawlinson on Central Asia, 
and Sir Garnet Wolseley on military stra- 
tegy. We know of no common standard by 
which the comparative goodness of essays 
of different kinds can be measured, and 
should as soon think of comparing pic- 
tures with music, horses, or wine. If, 
however, we might hazard a judgment 
in reference to Mr. Brodrick’s studies, we 
should say that the one on local govern- 
ment in England contains the greatest 
amount of rare information and valuable 
suggestion. It is, at any rate, the best 
treatise on the subject in the English lan- 
guage, and combines much historical in- 
struction with sagacious political thought. 
New trials of their powers of self-govern- 
ment assuredly await the English people as 
their institutions rapidly become more demo- 
cratic, and Mr. Brodrick’s essay shows how 
little they can trust to inherited or inherent 
aptitudes to qualify them for the ordeal. 
In both country and town they had at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century lost 
self-governing powers which, in times that 
are looked back upon as uncivilized, their 
ancestors possessed and systematically exer- 
cised. Yet we should hesitate to apply the 
term ‘‘public spirit,” as Mr. Brodrick does, 
to the parochial and municipal spirit dis- 
played in those times. 

“An English burgher in the Middle Ages,” 
@ says, ‘‘once within the walls or municipal 
boundaries of his own borough, found himself 
in an atmosphere of liberty and equality such 
as might have prevailed in the Athens of Pericles. 
However turbulent may have been the mobs of 
these petty town republics, however imperfect 
their police system, and however primitive their 
arrangements for drainage and water supply, it 
48 certain that municipal public spirit was more 





active, and that each citizen realized more fully 
what he owed to his neighbours, than would be 
possible under the present routine of municipal 
administration.” 

Nevertheless of public spirit, in the sense 
of either patziotism or interest in national 
affairs, the English burghers of the Middle 
Ages gave little or no indication. The battle 
of the constitution was fought by the knights 
of the shires; and, as Mr. Stubbs observes, 
the influence of the town members in the 
House of Commons can scarcely be detected 
at all, except on a few narrow points con- 
cerning their own interests. The citizens 
of a medisval borough were, no doubt, 
zealous with respect to their civie im- 
munities; the burghers of one town are 
said to have stoutly replied to a royal 
demand that they ‘would rather go to 
hell than be taxed,” and it was a saying 
among the citizens of London that ‘come 
what may, the Londoners will have no king 
but their mayor.” But another favourite 
saying among the townsmen of Liverpool 
in a later age tells its own tale of the 
nature of the municipal spirit prevailing 
in boroughs. One Ralph Sekerton was re- 
turned to Parliament several times as member 
for Liverpool, and long after his death his 
saying was repeated by his townsmen with 
approval and zest,—‘‘Save me and mine, 
and the good people of Liverpool and theirs, 
and then let the nobles kill whom they 
please.”” When a maxim of this kind could 
win admiration and concurrence one need 
not wonder that the Tudor and Stuart kings 
were able to narrow the municipal constitu- 
tion as Mr. Brodrick describes. No borough 
cared for the interests or liberties of another 
borough, and in each the interests of the 
governing class were supreme. The essay 
on the law and custom of primogeniture 
certainly merited republication, but it may 
be observed that primogeniture, the origin 
of which Mr. Brodrick traces to feudalism, 
was not such an innovation as he sup- 
poses, adducing among other authorities 
Tacitus. Tacitus, however, states that pri- 
mogeniture was the rule of inheritance fol- 
lowed in one German nation with respect to 
all the property save the horses, which, by 
a custom peculiar to this tribe, went to the 
son most distinguished in war ; and the his- 
torian’s language is not inconsistent with 
the prevalence of primogeniture among 
other tribes. It has been found to exist 
among savage communities in modern 
times. 

Mr. Brodrick has probably republished his 
essays on Ireland with some feeling of dis- 
appointment at its present condition, though 
he may fairly contend that his own suggee- 
tions were not all followed in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Land Act, and that tenancy at will 
still prevails throughout the greater part of 
the island. Mr. Brodrick approved of Mr. 
Bright’s proposal to encourage the growth 
of peasant properties, although apparently 
not attaching much weight to it. But in 
any case a complete reform of the law of real 
property and its transfer would be necessary 
to maintain small properties. There would 
be no buying and selling of land among 
peasants and labourers on the Continent 
under the English system of searches for 
title, and costly and, after all, insecure con- 
veyance. And the Irish Landed Estates 
Court is not a poor man’s court, but a 





tedious and expensive court even for a rich 
man. 
The numerous collections of essays by 
eminent writers yearly issuing from the 
ress threaten to crush each other, but Mr. 
rodrick’s volume at least deserves to live. 








England in the Reign of Henry VIII.—Part I. 
Starkey’s Life and Letters. With an 
Extract on Yeomen’s Food, &c., in 
Edward VI.’s Time, from Sir William 
Forrest’s ‘Pleasaunt Poesye of Princelie 
Practise,’ 1548. Edited by Sidney J. 
Herrtage, B.A. (Early English Text 
Society.) 

Tuts publication, though dated 1878, has 
only reached us in the latter half of 1879, 
and, though professing to be Part I., it is 
really the completion of a work of which 
Part IT. was issued so long ago as the year 
1871. Anomalies of this kind, however, do 
not go for much in these days, and an in- 
spection of the title-page of Part II. seems 
partly to explain the cause. On that 
title-page it was announced that Part I. 
would consist of an introduction, containing 
the life and letters of Thomas Starkey, 
from the pen of the Rev. J. 8. Brewer ; and 
if such a pledge could have been redeemed, 
in the eight years during which the 
Society waited for its fulfilment, their 
patience, we may be sure, would have been 
wellrewarded. But the death of Mr. Brewer 
last spring must finally have put an end to 
such a hope, even if the Society had not 
already got tired of waiting, as the date, 
1878, upon the present volume seems to 
imply. The task of writing the introduc- 
tion, containing Starkey’s life and letters, 
has accordingly been committed to other, 
and certainly less able, hands, though under 
the circumstances this was, of course, in- 
evitable. 

Thomas Starkey, chaplain to King Henry 
VIII., was the author of the curious 
imaginary dialogue between Pole and 
Lupset, edited for the first time in Part II. 
of this publication. ‘A Dialogue between 
Cardinal Pole and Thomas Lupset’ it is 
called on the title-page, but as Pole did not 
become a cardinal till some years after Lup- 
set’s death the designation is rather inap- 
propriate. Certainly no such anachronism 
is chargeable to the author, Starkey, who, 
indeed, composed it, as he himself says, 
after Lupset’s death, but, as we believe 
(though Mr. Herrtage seems to be of a dif- 
ferent opinion), some time before Pole was 
made a cardinal. On this point we shall 
have something to say presently ; but, be 
that as it may, the ‘ Dialogue ’ is a most sin- 
gular production for the days of Henry VIII. 
How far it reflects the real sentiments either 
of Pole or Lupset is a matter on which it is 
difficult to form any definite opinion ; but 
even if it had been written by Pole himself 
in some secure asylum in foreign lands, it 
would have been rather a daring manifesto. 
Would any of us expect to find among the 
productions of such an age a bold and free 
inquiry into the causes of every social and 
political evil of the times? Think of a 
writer of those days attacking the rights of 
primogeniture, utterly repudiating the doc- 
trine that the king is above all laws, uphold- 
ing elective monarchies as preferable in the 
abstract to inherited ones, and declaring 
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that the prerogative of the Crown is an 
abuse as being the destruction of law! 
Henry VIII., we should have supposed, 
would have dealt sharp vengeance on the 
author of such a treatise. Yet it is the 
work of the king’s own chaplain, and, 
strange as it may seem, there is positive 
evidence to show that it was submitted, 
or at least intended to be submitted, to the 
king himself for his approval. 

Facts like these are a little staggering, 
though whether the author of this life of 
Starkey has been struck with them it is 
hard to say, as the memoir contains not the 
slightest evidence that he has even read the 
‘Dialogue.’ It may have been, however, 
by a cursory perusal of the work that 
he was led to regard Starkey as a man 
‘‘ of a sincere and upright disposition,” who 
was ‘more suited for the life of a student 
than of a politician.”” With this opinion we 
are sorry to say that we cannot entirely 
agree. That Starkey was not quite fit to 
be a statesman may be readily admitted, but 
of his sincerity and uprightness it is difficult 
to feel altogether satistied. The true ex- 
planation of his putting forth opinions so 
unlike those we should have expected in the 
chaplain of a Tudor king is, we are per- 
suaded, to be found in a careful examina- 
tion of the circumstances under which he 
wrote. 

The biographer has little to tell about 
Starkey’s early life ; but it appears that he 
studied for many years at Oxford, that in 
1530 Archbishop Warham presented him 
to a living which Lupset had resigned in 
the diocese of Canterbury, and that he 
travelled some years with Reginald Pole in 
Italy. We are inclined to suspect that he 
was chaplain to Pole’s mother, the Countess 
of Salisbury, and that he travelled with her 
son in Italy as his tutor. In a letter to 
Cromwell, the king’s secretary, written appa- 
rently about the end of the year 1434, he 
says he was so captivated with the study of 
“natural knowledge,” with which learned 
men then greatly occupied themselves, that 
he had often purposed to devote the re- 
mainder of his life to it, but that, moved by 
Christian feeling, he gave himself for some 
years to the study of Holy Scripture ; after 
which he applied himself to civil law. 
Having attained, as he hoped, some little 
proficiency in this latter subject, he was 
anxious to devote his talents to the king’s 
service, and begged Cromwell’s assistance in 
obtaining some employment. 

What kind of occupation did he expect to 
be given him? Legal knowledge had been 
in great demand not long before, and large 
sums had been dispensed on the king’s 
behalf to all who could with plausible dex- 
terity prove black was white, and make the 
worse appear the better reason. On the 
strength of these legal opinions and of 
Cranmer’s sentence of divorce from Cathe- 
rine of Arragon, the king had ventured to 
acknowledge Anne Boleyn in the face of day 
as his wedded wife. Parliament also had 
declared her issue legitimate, and the clergy 
had been compelled to acknowledge Henry as 
supreme head of the English Church; but 
the validity of each of these acts was ques- 
tioned. At home they were unpopular ; 


abroad they were openly impugned. It 
was absolutely necessary that treatises should 
be put forth in vindication of the king’s 





supremacy, which should make it appear, if 
possible, that the title was not only justifi- 
able in itself, but that it met with approba- 
tion among the king’s subjects generally. 

Starkey’s application for employment was 
favourably entertained, and he was appointed 
the king’s chaplain. Whether he was directly 
solicited to employ his own pen in defence of 
his sovereign’s conduct does not appear, but 
he was particularly desired to use his influence 
with Reginald Pole in Italy to induce him 
to write a treatise against the power of the 
Pope. What Pole might think or say about 
him in foreign countries gave the king more 
anxiety than the opinions of any ordinary 
scholar; for Pole was of royal blood, a 
grandson of Clarence, and his family, on 
failure of the king’s issue, might be con- 
sidered by some to have pretensions to the 
crown. He had been carefully educated at 
the king’s expense, had received valuable 
benefices of the king’s gift, and had a pro- 
spect of still higher promotion if he would 
only conform to the king’s inclinations. For 
a time he had actually done so. The pres- 
sure brought to bear upon him was too 
strong for his virtue, and he readily exerted 
himself at Paris in 1530 to procure the 
decision of the University on the divorce 
question in Henry’s favour. The king, 
however, had further demands to make as 
time went on. To secure his position when 
marrying Anne Boleyn, it was absolutely 
necessary for him to throw off the Pope’s 
authority, and he was anxious that Pole 
should employ his pen to justify the title 
of supreme head of the Church of England. 
On this subject Starkey, who had not long 
before taken leave of Pole in Italy (having 
been obliged to come home because the 
Italian climate did not suit him), wrote 
advising him to comply. The matter, he 
significantly told him, concerned the whole 
future of his life. The king, when he ap- 
pointed Starkey his chaplain, had inquired 
of him very particularly about Pole’s studies 
in Italy, and what were his opinions about 
the divorce and about the Pope’s authority. 
On these subjects Pole had been careful 
hitherto never to disclose his own view, and 
Starkey could not answer for more than he 
positively knew; but he made bold to say 
that Pole had the best possible inclination 
to do the king service, and he believed Pole 
would willingly employ his learning and 
abilities in vindicating what had been done 
in Parliament. 

After some delay Pole wrote in answer, 
promising to compose a treatise on the sub- 
ject; and Starkey either was or professed 
to be persuaded that he would fully satisfy 
the king’s desires. The treatise occupied 
about a year in its composition, or else 
Pole purposely wasted time. He wrote 
meanwhile at times to assure Starkey that 
he was giving to the subject all possible 
attention; that he would do everything in 
his power to give the king satisfaction, but 
that he would ‘weigh Scripture, laying apart 
all authority of men.” At length, in May, 
1536, he launched upon the world the finished 
work ‘De Unitate Ecclesiastica,’ a book as 
entirely opposed to the king’s wishes as any 
book could possibly be, telling Henry that 
he was distinctly in the wrong, and that his 
cause was indefensible. For the rest of 
his days Pole now expected to wander about 
in exile, and to be branded as a traitor to 





his king. But he had done a service to the 
Church, which was appreciated in the proper 


quarter. He was summoned to Rome, and 
was made a cardinal at the end of the same. 
year. 

In the meanwhile, however, his friend 
Starkey had been doing his best to allay 
the king’s suspicions; and it is to this 
period beyond all doubt that we must 
assign the composition of the ‘ Dialogue.’ 
How the writer of the life before us could 
imagine it to have been later is inconeeiy. 
able, seeing that in the letter which accom- 
panied its presentation to the king, Starkey 
not only ventures to extol Pole’s “virtue and 
goodness,” but hopes it will not be long 
before he declares his wisdom and judgment 
in argument. This Pole did in his own way, 
to the king’s intense displeasure, in 1536 ; 
but Starkey meanwhile had been labouring 
hard to show that he might be expected to 
do it in a totally different fashion. 

The main object of the ‘ Dialogue’ seems 
to have been to present, so far as the writer 
could fathom it, a complete picture of Pole’s 
mind on political subjects, and to show that 
even his most dangerous heresies in these 
matters were in no wise incompatible with 
the king’s object. Lupset’s part in the dia- 
logue is simply to draw out Pole, whom he 
meets at the family seat at Bisham, in Berk- 
shire. Lupset expresses a hope that in 
such a place the memory of Pole’s ancestors 
will induce him to think over the wants of 
his country, which cries to him for help. 
Pole replies that he is in great doubt 
whether he can serve his country so well in 
active life as by contemplation and study. 
He also seeks to excuse himself for some 
time from telling his views on politics, as it 
is dangerous to treat of such matters with- 
out consideration of time or place. This 
Lupset admits as a general rule, but under 
a prince like Henry VIII., who devotes his 
days and his nights to the good of his king- 
dom, he thinks there is no reason for appre- 
hension. No monarch ever had so much at 
heart the well-being of his people, and the 
utmost liberty of speech would be conceded 
if it had that end in view. Pole concurs in 
this estimate of Henry’s character, and pro- 
ceeds without further delay to inquire into 
the ailments of the commonwealth. 

In point of fact, Henry was at that time 
endeavouring with all his might to exhibit 
himself in the character of a popular re- 
former; and the dedication of such a trea- 
tise to him was really a piece of most 
artful flattery. A great part of the ‘ Dia- 
logue’ points to reform of abuses which 
Lupset did not live to see reformed, but 
which, shortly after his death, the king took 
in hand to remedy. Papal dispensations, 
appeals to Rome, and the payment of first- 
fruits to the Holy See are among the 
number. ‘The illiterate state of the priest- 
hood, the laxity of monastic rule, and the 
idle bands of retainers in great men’s houses 
are also touched upon. In the letter accom- 
panying the book Henry is praised for his 
wisdom in plucking up the root of all abuse 
in ‘‘this outward power and intolerable 
tyranny of Rome”; and throughout the 
treatise itself he is continually extolled as a 
paragon of wisdom, whose mind was most 
devotedly bent on the study of his people’s 
welfare. 


Accompanied throughout by flattery like 
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this, the utmost freedom in the handling of 

ublic questions could hardly offend. For 
though it is suggested that the rule 
of a single man over a state is fraught 
with danger, and that an elective monarchy 
is preferable in the abstract to hereditary 
succession, it is added that in the actual 
reumstances of the country the latter 
ought to be adhered to. So also it is 
frankly stated that the prerogative of the 
Crown is liable to great abuse; but hap- 
pily the reigning king does not abuse it at 
all. He is a prince that need be subject 
to no law whatever, only after his death 
Parliament ought to choose one who should 
always be so subject. (It must be observed 
that, according to our view of the date, 
Edward VI. was not yet born, and the king 
had no male issue.) In short, the reforms 
proposed, where they had not been actually 
put in force by the king himself, are all 
of them merely speculative, to be carried 
out in some imaginary future, and not under 
the happy reign of the eighth Henry. Wher- 
ever the ‘ Dialogue’ is not a tribute to the 
king’s great wisdom, it is a mere scho- 
lastic discussion. And it gained greatly in 
value as a piece of flattery by the freedom 
with which it surveyed the whole subject of 
politics, starting from first principles in that 
field, much as the schoolmen had done in 
philosophy. 

Such is this curious ‘ Dialogue,’ and such 
its aim and object. That it was not con- 
sidered in the least degree seditious by the 
king may be taken for granted; but the 
course of events showed that Starkey had 
completely missed the mark. Reginald Pole 
had made up his mind that he had already 
done quite enough in the king’s behalf, and 
that he would not prostitute his pen and 
do further violence to his conscience in 
Henry’s service. He turned to the Pope 
instead, and became a cardinal. No wonder 
Starkey was disappointed, and found that 
he had lost favour at Court. He died just 
two years later. We know not what ailment 
carried him off. But we know that at the 
date of his death the clouds were gathering 
thick around the heads of his old friend’s 
family. Unable to wreak his displeasure 
upon the absent cardinal, Henry VIII. at 
length discharged the full violence of his 
wrath upon those nearest and dearest to 
Pole at home. His aged mother, the Coun- 
tess of Salisbury, and his eldest brother, 
Lord Montague, were found guilty of high 
treason and beheaded. One other brother 
preserved an unhappy life for some years 
longer by disclosing the secrets of the 
family and repudiating all complicity with 
the cardinal’s proceedings. 








Roraima and British Guiana. By J. W. 

Boddam-Whetham. (Hurst & Blackett.) 
Mr. BoppaM-WuHeETHAM’s new book of travel 
might very fairly bear for its title ‘The 
History of a Failure,’ for its author started 
from England eager to climb the stern walls 
of Roraima, but came back no wiser ‘han 
he went out. Roraima defied him, as it 
had done his predecessors, and like them he 
declares that its mysteries can be revealed 
only by the aid of a balloon. But though 
the author failed in the main object of his 
expedition, he has succeeded, as is his wont, 
in producing an interesting and readable 





book of travels. Of course, no one would 
look to him for geographical discoveries. 
Yet his remarks on every-day life in the 
—. his notes on the physical geography 
and natural history of the countries he 
visited, and above all his vivid descriptions 
of scenery and atmospheric phenomena, 
combine to form a record of adventure 
which in attractiveness it will not be easy 
to surpass. 

It would have been contrary to the 
author’s practice had he gone straight to 
his goal, and his readers are consequently 
called upon to visit in his company the 
Bermudas, most of the smaller Antilles, the 
Orinoco, the plateau of Caracas, and the 
isthmus of Panama. The first view of Ber- 
muda, it is well known, is disappointing, 
but the scenery improves on acquaintance. 
It is all hill and dale, on a minute scale, it 
is true, but varied and even romantic :— 

“Deep bays, narrow promontories, and an 
infinite number of islands give to the sea the 
appearance of a series of silver lakes, which 
shine in the sun like the fragments of a broken 
mirror. The undulating country is clothed with 
cedar bush, whose grey green is relieved here 
and there by the brilliant flush of the pink 
oleander and the white perpendicular walls of a 
stone quarry. Afar off a lighthouse is pictured 
against the sky, near at hand is a white fort, 
and a church spire shows itself above the trees. 
But it is the beauty of the sea rather than of the 
land that here takes the first place in one’s 
affections ; and in after time it is the memory 
of the molten silver sea and its green islands 
that clings to one longest.” 

Bermuda, the author thinks, ought to be 
a welcome station to many who now winter 
in Florida or Nassau, for it is far more in- 
teresting than either of these, and equally 
picturesque. Unfortunately there is no good 
inn. The miseries of ‘‘Hamilton’s” appear 
to be quite sufficient to deter visitors and 
invalids, who do not travel all the way to 
Bermuda in order that they may eat a third- 
rate American hotel dinner :— 

“Tt was useless to speak to the manager ; no 
redress was obtainable. Everything was served 
at once; an armada of little white dishes was 
placed before you, in one a dry cutlet, in another 
a few dried pellets of fried potatoes, peas like 
buckshot, boiled potatoes like cannon-balls ; 
here an inch of tough chicken, there a slice of 
beef, baked until all its proper juices had been 
extracted ; heavy pumpkin pies, tea and coffee 
quite undrinkable, butter that no one could 
touch ; such, with but little variation, were the 
component parts of three meals. Even the pro- 
visions of Nature were not made as available as 
they might have been. In the garden were two 
or three fine papaw trees...... It is said that the 
leaves of this tree, if rubbed on a bull’s hide, 
would immediately convert it into tender beef- 
steak ; now our meat was always of the toughest 
description.” 

No greater contrast could there be than 
that between sleepy, peaceful Bermuda and 
the noise and clamour which meet the 
traveller at St. Pierre on Martinique :— 

‘On landing at St. Pierre the traveller finds 
himself the object of a popular demonstration ; 
he is assailed by a swarm of stalwart women, 
some of whom dispossess him of his book, 
umbrella, or whatever he may be carrying, 
whilst others, after a short fight among them- 
selves, seize on the luggage, toss great port- 
manteaus and boxes on to their heads with the 
greatest of ease, and amid shouts of laughter 
rush off with loud cries, ‘A la douane! & la 
douane!’ It is useless to protest that you want 
to carry such and such a thing yourself ; you may 





recapture it for a second, but it is lost again ; 
everything goes aloft on female heads and 
shoulders, and to avoid a similar fate yourself 
you follow in the wake of the flying Amazons 
and arrive at the custom-house. Then a strict 
inspection ensues, after which the luggage is 
remounted and a procession is formed to the 
hotel.” 

St. Pierre, which the French lovingly call 
the ‘Faubourg St. Germain” of the tropics, 
sorely disappointed the author. The heat 
was great, the food indifferent, the rain 
almost incessant; the promised ‘crystal 
streams” running duel the streets turned 
out to be open gutters, and the town rivals 
Cologne in the number of its smells. No 
wonder strangers soon feel the effects of an 
“‘acclimatizing fever.” The town, with its 
narrow streets, gloomy, comfortless houses, 
and dingy, moss-covered tile roofs, is not a 
cheerful place, and if it were not for the 
attractions of the environs a residence in it 
would almost be unbearable. It is only on 
Sundays that it brightens up. The band 
then plays on the Savanna, and the inhabit- 
ants flock thither, the Creole ladies dressed 
in bright silks and satins, and wearing a 
profusion of solid gold jewellery. But no 
sooner does the sun go down than 
“‘the vehicles are turned towards home, dandies 
prance off on their rocking-horses, old ladies put 
up their umbrellas against the dew, peasants take 
off their shoes preparatory to their homeward 
tramp, and very soon the Savanna is deserted.” 


The interior of the island, however, makes 
ample amends for the unattractiveness of 
its capital, and to one of his rides the 
author refers as the ‘‘ most beautiful” he had 
ever taken. The view from the Calvary 
above the village of Morne Rouge enchanted 
him :— 

‘On one side a mass of undulating hills sweeps 
off to the sea; through the intervening pasture 
land a winding stream threads its way, and here 
and there a cottage is seen half buried in clumps 
of palms and bamboos, and with its cane patch 
or banana grove. The lofty ‘pitons’ form the 
background. Below us lies the village, and ex- 
tending westward towards St. Pierre are cane- 
covered hills, fertile valleys, and a broad culti- 
vated plain, squared like a chess-board by the 
dividing palm rows. Beyond rises the glittering 
blue sea far into the sky, white sails catch the 
sunbeams, and nearer is the dark line of anchored 
ships. On rare occasions—one of which favoured 
me—rounded masses of fleecy clouds of intense 
brilliancy float over land and sea, and pour down 
such a fiood of light that the panorama is illu- 
minated. The white glare is almost painful, but 
the strong sea breeze soon drives the wandering 
rain-heralds back to the mountains, where they 
wreathe themselves round the higher peaks and 
lie like snow-drifts in the hollows between the 
summits. And thus the scene changes from 
sunshine to shade, from rest to storm, and from 
light to darkness, each a life-phase typical in 
itself, but not more significant than the solemn 
Calvary above us in its bright frame of green trees 
and flowers.” 

The account of an ascent of the Orinoco 
forms one of the most interesting episodes 
in the book. Embarking at Trinidad on 
board an old Hudson river passenger boat, 
now known as the ‘‘Heroe de Abril,” the 
author found himself in the midst of a 
motley company bound for the gold-fields of 
Caratal. The fine scenery in the Delta 
somewhat compensated for scant accommo- 
dation and bad food :— 

“Only on the beautiful little Ocklawaha 
river in Florida have I seen such lovely vistas 
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as here penetrate the recesses of the border 
forests ; each one, in fact, was a tropical Ockla- 
waha. Once, on turning a bend in the channel, 
we came suddenly upon a canoe whose occupants 
had not time to disappear in the side labyrinths, 
as they had done previously. It was evidently 
a family party of Guaraiios or Kirishana Indians. 
The poor creatures looked terribly frightened, 
and the trembling women turned their faces to- 
wards the forest. Such modesty was hardly to 
be wondered at, seeing that the only clothing of 
any description that one of them had on was a 
bab. , which she hastily caught up and wore as 
an impromptu apron.” 

Once above the head of the Delta the 
scenery changes. The river, some miles in 
width, flows between sandy banks, and the 
hills which rise in the distance are arid and 
unprepossessing :— 

“It was a barren, desolate scene, and even a 
great, lean heron, sitting on a withered branch, 
with his long neck sunk between his shoulders, 
seemed to think that life with such surroundings 
was not worth fishing for.”” 


Las Tablas, the nearest port to the mines 
of Caratal, is a dreary-looking place, con- 
sisting of a few houses and one large tree. 
No one is allowed to disembark here, as 
there is no custom-house; passengers and 

bound for the mines are obliged to 
travel two hundred miles further, to Ciudad 
Bolivar, after which, having satisfied the 
demands of Government, they are allowed 
to return. That this entails the loss of three 
days does not apparently trouble the local 
authorities. The 4,000 miners are nearly 
all West Indians and British subjects. Yet 
no British consul resides at Ciudad Bolivar, 
the last having been unceremoniously dis- 
missed by the Venezuelan Government with- 
out our Foreign Office feeling called upon 
to resent the insult. Stranger still, if there 
is any justice in the territorial claims ad- 
vanced by the British Government, these 
mines actually lie within our boundary. 

Ciudad Bolivar was formerly an attractive 
town, much visited by British sportsmen, for 
whose benefit puma and jaguar hunts were 
organized, but it is exceedingly dull now. 
The trade with the Upper Orinoco, which 
in more prosperous times occupied four 
steamers, has dwindled away. Only a few 
Indian canoes come down the river now, 
with birds and curiosities, instead of coffee, 
indigo, hides, and cotton. Even ‘“ Angos- 
tura Bitters,” which made the reputation of 
the town, are no longer distilled there, the 
exactions of Government having driven that 
branch of industry to Trinidad. How in- 
conceivably backward this capital of one of 
the largest states of the Venezuelan Re- 
public is in matters intellectual may be 
gathered from the fact that the author 
hunted through all its shops for a book 
in any language or of any description, with- 
out being able to discover anything except 
grammars. 

We have said nothing hitherto about 
the author’s goal, Roraima, but in this 
we only follow his lead. He fully 
describes his journey through Guiana, 
but confines his remarks on that impreg- 
nable mountain citadel to a few lines. He 
came, saw, but did not conquer. The pre- 
cipitous walls of rock defied his attempts at 
scaling them, and, baffled, he turned his 
back upon them. It would appear, then, 
that the balloon suggested by Mr. Brown 
affords the only means of reaching the top 





of that mysterious table-mountain. If Capt. 
Cheyne could be induced to make an experi- 
mental trip to British Guiana before starting 
upon his bolder venture to the Arctic 
regions, the secrets of Roraima might, per- 
haps, be revealed by him.

Ir is not often that a critic peruses a book 
from end to end without marking a single 
passage for praise or blame. If a book, 
and particularly a novel, has sufficient 
character to retain the reader’s attention 
throughout, there will, as a rule, be some 
points calling for notice in one or other of 
these ways. It may be that, as in a woman 
so in a woman’s work, the absence of these 
is of itself no small merit. At all events, it 
is a characteristic of a good deal of the work 
done by the school of lady novelists to which 
Miss Keary belonged, and contrasts it agree- 
ably with that of the mistresses and disciples 
of another style, whose main object, in 
defiance of Pericles’s dictum, seems to be to 
get themselves talked about. ‘A Doubting 
Heart’ is a representative story of the class 
to which we refer. From beginning to end 
it flows on in simple unaffected English, 
and in due order and arrangement, injured 
a little, perhaps, by the exigencies of pub- 
lication in instalments (for it appeared in 
Macmillan’s Magazine); the characters, if 
rather less composite than we expect to find 
them in the actual world, are consistent; 
the events, if not thrilling, are sufficiently 
interesting. Of course the number of per- 
sonages is enormous; in this class of novel— 
the modern domestic, as it may be called—the 
reader always looks for that ; and Miss Keary 
had a power second only to Miss Yonge’s 
of realizing them all, and keeping them all 
clear before the reader’s mind. Poetically 
the story ends, no doubt, as it should do; 
dramatically the effect would have been 
better if Wynyard Austin’s relapse from 
short-lived earldom to struggling barrister- 
hood had been allowed to give his fiancée 
the chance of redeeming her character with 
him. It is to be remembered that, after 
all, the fault which she has committed was 
committed in order to avert, not the discovery 
of her real motives for accepting him after 
the change of his fortunes, but the suspicion 
that the knowledge of this change was itself 
the cause of the acceptance. As it is, the 
author has put herself too much in the place 
of her hero; while the reader is left in doubt 
which of the principal personages it is to 
whose conduct the book owes its title. Some 
of the descriptions of Riviera scenery are 
charming ; but the pleasure with which they 
are read will be impaired by the thought 
that they were studied during the last weeks 
of the author’s life—a life which the ‘‘ sweet 
influences” of that genial climate were 
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unable to prolong. It is a poor consolation 
for the loss of an accomplished writer to 
reflect that the work produced by her under 
these circumstances was perhaps the best 
that ever came from her pen. 

‘Louis’ is dedicated to the Dean of West- 
minster. 

*“*To very many persons,” the author says 
“in this country the words ‘ Dean Stanley’ are 
household words, and the name represents a 
personality to whom the hearts of very many 
warm with affectionate gratitude as often as 
they hear the name pronounced.” 

This sentence is the first and the most in- 
elegant in the book, and, with the rest 
of the dedication, might have been advan. 
tageously omitted. Dedications are now 
generally admitted to be a mistake, and it 
is certainly rather meaningless to attribute 
the merit and usefulness of this historical 
novel to the influence of Dean Stanley’s 
“widely charitable views,” ‘calm judg- 
ment,” and ‘‘ profound scholarship,” when 
the only reflection of these which the story 
contains is to be found in the moral that 
Bossuet and his disciples had many 
points in their character. With the dedi- 
cation might be spared the whole of the 
long introduction, which is recondite, and 
will not be read by one novel reader ina 
thousand. ‘To skip it will be all the more 
excusable because it has nothing to do with 
the succeeding narrative ; though it is almost 
the only portion of the book which justifies 
the author’s assertion in the preface, that 
“‘the whole story is a condensation of many 
years’ study in an old library, which contained 
an unusually large and interesting collection of 
French memoirs, histories, and theological writ- 
ings of the seventeenth century.” 

Many years could not be necessary for 
acquiring the contemporary and local know- 
ledge displayed in the course of the narra- 
tive. It is a pity that allthis should have to 
be said, for the bulk of these three volumes is 
good and interesting. The romance, founded 
on facts, is worth reading, and it has been 
carefully and even judiciously written. In 
justice to the author, the reader may be 
counselled to start off at about the fortieth 
page, with ‘‘ Chapter I. A Kettle of Fish”; 
though if he has a liking for history, and 
wishes to know anything about the Prag- 
matic Sanction, he may take the introdue- 
tion as a separate study. 


The story of ‘Tom Singleton’ turns upon 
the difficulties which arose from a man’s 
appropriating to himself the glory and the 
profits of a play the manuscript of which 
had been sent to him from India by his 
friend the hero. The author’s invention is 
happily contrived, but the plot is too slight 
for his three volumes, which contain an 
excessive quantity of irrelevant matter. Mr. 
Follett Synge appears to draw from a stock 
of varied experiences ; he writes pleasantly, 
and, what is more, correctly; many of his 
characters are consistently and clearly de- 
picted, and those intended to be ladies and 
gentlemen are really such. He seems to 
be himself aware of a tendency towards an 
excess of sentimentality, which is especially 
noticeable in the dialogue between women. 
It must be said that at times the matter of 
this sort is actually silly. His kindly feeling 
overcomes him and makes him forget that 
it is in such passages that a writer should 
exercise the strongest self-restraint. One 
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oe 
touching sentence is more effective than a 
ghole chapter of pretty cooing. Mr. Follett 
Synge’s chief difficulty seems to be that of 
concentration. He constantly forgets which 
js the main thread of his story. He set out 
with a mistake. The man who committed 
the fraud, not he upon whom it was com- 
mitted, is perforce the character who in- 
terests the reader. But, upon the whole, 


Mr. Follett Synge’s book is above the 


average. 

‘Our Square Circle’ is a posthumous 
publication. Mr. Hain Friswell began the 
tale some years ago, abandoned it, then took 
it up again, and eventually died leaving it 
unfinished. His daughter has completed the 
work by writing some chapters. She does 
not state which these are, but Mr. Hain 
Friswell’s style was not difficult to imitate, 
and there is nothing to show where the two 
yriters’ materials meet. The reader is some- 
what puzzled by the statement in the pre- 
face that ‘‘this book presumes to call itself 
original, though some of the sketches have 
appeared before.” The inference is that the 
book is not a novel, and yet it is called so on 
the title-page. ‘The fact is that as at the 
present time no works of invention except 
novels find readers, it has become a common 
artifice to indue collections of short stories 
and studies with the outward dress of a 
novel, and to give them some sort of con- 
nexion by means of a slight love story, or by 
having the same narrator, or using the same 
characters throughout. ‘Our Square Circle’ 
isa novel of this class. It is a collection of 
studies of the circle of people who lived in a 
certain square in London, with a few stories 
told by them in or out of season. The reader 
will doubt whether Mr. Hain Friswell would 
have published the book without great 
alterations. At all events it cannot add to 
his reputation, which was made by other 
qualities than that particular form of 
factitious good humour to which expert 
writers often descend when writing against 
inclination. 

In ‘Little Miss Primrose’ simplicity is 
carried so far that one wonders whether it 
ought not to have been carried one step 
futher, and the story written in words of 
one or at most two syllables. The style of 
narration, abounding in “so” and “and,” 
recalls the diction of nursery stories, and 
the likeness is increased by the minuteness 
of the irrelevant details and explanations. 
If Nelly’s dress is described, the reason for 
the choice of the materials is given in full ; 
and when she goes to pay a visit, not only 
does the author enumerate the particulars 
of her dresses, but tells how she bought 
a note-book, what books she put into her 
portmanteau and why, how she spent half- 
a-crown upon blue ribbons, and how her 
mamma told her to take care of the wet 
grass :— 

“Tt is so treacherous, and in the country one 
has so much of it. Be sure and change your 
shoes when you come in out of the least damp.” 
There is in the story a young lady called 
Petsie, who had a childish habit of shrug- 
ging her shoulders, especially when she 
wore a low gown, and Petsie is rarely men- 
tioned without some allusion to this habit. 
There are probably no ten pages together 
in the book free from some description of 
dress. Miss Primrose is a little old maiden 
lady who had been a beauty for one night 





at a fancy ball, when she wore a dress 
which she preserved ever afterwards. She 
is, of course, only an accompaniment to 
Nelly’s love story. She comes in and goes 
out at the right moments, and is always 
cheerful and kind, and ready to do the right 
thing. It may easily be inferred that 
‘ Little Miss Primrose’ is a harmless book. 

‘Eldmuir’ is a very pretty gift-book, 
of the drawing-room table order. Jacob 
Thompson’s pictures give value to the book, 
apart from the merits of a fairly told but 
unexciting story of Highland home life. 
Why it is called an art-story it is difficult 
to see, as there does not seem much con- 
nexion between the letter-press and the 
illustrations. The Lowland Scotch which 
these Highlanders talk might be objected 
to by a captious critic as not specially 
idiomatic, but it is better than much of the 
conventional dialect of novels. The story 
is of simple people and not untrue to nature. 
Indeed, perhaps its best recommendation 
is that there is more nature than art about 
the book.

‘ Aunt Jupy’s CHRISTMAS VOLUME’ is a treasure 
store of tales, poems, puzzles, acrostics, and 
other things besides, all good, and some of 
them quite above the average. Mrs. Ewing’s 
story—which last year, to the regret of all 
her readers, she had to leave ‘‘half told,” 
owing to illness—is now completed. This 
second portion is even more attractive than 
the first; and the story has only one fault, 
that it comes to a conclusion before the 
interest of the reader is half satisfied, and we 
entreat Aunt Judy, in the name of all her 
readers, to tell us something more about them, 
or, as children say, what became of them all in 
after life. ‘ Mother Molly,’ by the author of the 
‘Rose Garden,’ is a quaint delightful tale ; the 
scene is laid in Plymouth, during the scare 
caused by a French fleet being seen off the coast ; 
it ends too abruptly ; most readers would like 
to have heard more about all concerned in the 
story. The gem of the book is, however, Mrs. 
Ewing’s short story to illustrate the frontispiece. 
‘ Jackanapes ’ is full of delicate humour and real 
pathos ; few will lay it down with dry eyes, yet 
none would wish the end to be different. It is 
not a melancholy tale, there is plenty of fun 
in it. ‘ Lollo,’ the gipsy pony, will excite a wild 
pang of envy in all the boys ; and the fine moral 
that runs through it will go to the heart of all 
who read it. 

‘Silver Linings ; or, Light and Shade,’ is a 
pretty story, which would have been still better 
had the style been a trifle more simple and less 
studded with epithets; nevertheless Effie, the 
blind heroine, and her friends are pleasant to 
read about, and the moral, which is well worked 
out, is excellent, all the more so that it grows 
naturally out of the story. 

‘Northcote Memories’ is intended in the 
first instance, as the preface tells us, ‘“‘ for the 
sick watch and hospital ward,” also ‘‘ for being 





read at mothers’ meetings, and for the parish 
lending library.” It is a religious book that 
may be safely recommended. Some of the 
stories and the sketches of character are clever, 
and the interest of the book is not limited to 
the class for whom chiefly it was writtei; no 
one can take it up without deriving some good 
from it as well as entertainment. 

‘Young Days’ is one of the many illustrated 
periodicals for the young. It is notso elaborately 
got up as some of them are, but the prints are 
many and various, and the letter-press com- 
prises stories and poems that will be interesting 
to young readers, who will find nothing but 
what is likely to have a good tendency. 

‘ Ways and Tricks of Animals’ is intended to 
give children sympathy with animals, and to 
teach them kindness and thoughtfulness. It is 
a delightful book for a present ; the illustrations 
are excellent, and the stories are entertaining. 

The illustrations in ‘The Bird and Insects’ 
Post Office’ are beautiful ; the letter-press is 
delightful ; it consists of letters from various 
birds and insects, who write and speak in 
their own characters with a quaintness that 
reminds one of some of the letters in the ‘ Spec- 
tator.’ The preface tells us that the work was 
projected by Robert Bloomfield, author of ‘ The 
Farmer’s Boy,’ and mostly written by him ; he 
had intended to publish it uniformly with his 
other juvenile work, ‘The History of Little 
Daisy’s New Hat,’ but he did not live to finish 
it, and it was included in his ‘ Literary Remains,’ 
published in 1824. The poet’s son Charles has 
now completed the work, and brought it out in 
a charming dress for the young readers for 
whom it was originally written, and Mr. Charles 
Bloomfield deserves their thanks. The letters 
are entertaining, and the characteristics of the 
writers are well kept up. The volume will bea 
splendid gift-book ; but it is too good to be sub- 
jected to the rough usage with which favourite 
books meet in the nursery or even the school- 
room. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


Tue Lays of the Covenanters, which Messrs. 
Maclaren & Son, of Edinburgh, send us, are 
but indifferent verses, nor is anything striking 
in the memoir of their author, Mr. James Dodds, 
excepting a few letters of Mr. Carlyle’s, one of 
which is so characteristic as to deserve quotation. 
‘¢ There is no madder section of human business 
now weltering under the sun than that of peri- 
odical literature in England at this day. The 
meagrest bread-and-water wages at any honest, 
steady occupation, I should say, are preferable 
for a young man, especially for an ambitious, 
excitable young man. I mistake much if your 
cousin were not wise to stick steadfastly by his 
law and what benefits it will yield him; study- 
ing, of course, in all ways, to perfect and culti- 
vate himself, but leaving all literary glory, &c. 
&c., to lie in the distance, an obscure possi- 
bility of the future, which he might attain, 
perhaps, but also could dq very well without 
attaining. In another year, it seems, his official 
salary may be expected to increase into some- 
tk ng tolerable; he has his mother and loved 
ones within reach; he has, or by diligence can 
borrow and have, some books worth reading ; 
his own free heart is within him, to shape into 
humble wisdom, or mar into violent madness ; 
God’s great sky is over him, God’s green, peace- 
able earth around him. I really know not that 
he ought to be in haste to quit such arrange- 
ments. Nevertheless, if he persist in the pur- 
pose to write, which in my ignorance of the 
details of his situation I know not that he 
should absolutely avoid doing, let him by all 
means try it. If he turn out to have the fit 
talent, he will decidedly find an editor; if not, 
it is better in all ways that he do not find one. 
I will, with great readiness, forward his paper 
to the proprietor of Fraser's Magazine, who is 
my bookseller, and have it looked at. I would 
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offer it to any other editor whom your cousin 
might suggest, provided I knew such editor ; but 
except Mr. Tait of Edinburgh, whom I did once 
know, I can think of no other much worth 
applying to, if, indeed, these be worth it! They 
will make short work of the business, and answer 
truly, ‘This thing seems fit for us; this thing 
seems not fit!’ That is all they will answer. 
In conclusion, I should say that your cousin 
ought decidedly to try for some other subject to 
start with than criticism on Shakespeare. Doubt- 
less he must know best what he has the call to 
write upon, if he have really an inward call. 
But the thing he will have the chance to write 
entertainingly upon will be something he specially 
himself has seen, not probably Shakespeare, I 
should say, which all the world these two cen- 
turies has been doing its best to see. Excuse 
this abruptness. Heaven knows I would gladly 
help your cousin, if I could. tAjre ido!” 


Messrs. Lonemans have sent us Mr. John 
Ormsby’s translation of The Poem of the Cid. 
Although it would be manifestly unsafe to 
affirm that most simple ballads orally transmitted 
are historically accurate, yet the earlier Castilian 
specimens must have had some sound foundation 
or they would not have been acceptable to the 
people at large. Exaggeration there may be, but 
pureinventioncan hardly be admitted. The manu- 
script ‘Poema del Cid’ bears a date, but whether 
that date simply notes the year of the transcriber 
or of thecompiler’s work may be open to discussion, 
the fact remaining that the MS. bears evidence 
in style and character of considerable antiquity. 
Sefor Gayangos, no mean authority, inclines 
to the theory that this ‘Poema’ is a simple in- 
gathering of a number of earlier heroic ballads 
relating to the life and exploits of the Cid— 
exploits which in a modified form are corrobo- 
rated by Arabic chroniclers. This Campeador 
seems to have been a sad nuisance to the Moors, 
and although the numbers quoted by the 
Spanish chronicler as ‘‘ vanquished and slain” 
must be taken with the traditional ‘‘ grain of 
salt,” yet that this Cid fought valiantly and 
died after wresting Valencia from Moorish 
rule there is but little room to doubt. To 
Mr. Ormsby’s full and scholarly introduction 
nothing but praise can be accorded. He has 
evidently consulted all that exists in Spanish, 
German, French, or English literature upon the 
subject of this ‘Poema del Cid,’ and students 
of Spanish literature will be pleased to find so 
much valuable matter compressed into a small 
space. It is to be regretted that Mr. Ormsby 
did not give the poem in extenso in a metrical 
form. He has confined himself to extracts, inter- 
polating a prose translation of those portions he 
considers less interesting. Surely if Camoens’ 
*Lusiad’ be worthy of several translations, we de- 
serve one complete rendering of the ‘ Poema del 
Cid.’ It is disappointing to find that, like the 
work of Frere and Dennis, this is only a partial 
translation as it were, one of shreds and patches. 
That the interest throughout the poem is not 
sustained is hardly an excuse, as the same may 
be said of more than one great epic. 


Mrs. Exior Jamgs’s notes on Indian House- 
hold Management, which Messrs. Ward, Lock & 
Co. publish as part of ‘‘Sylvia’s Home Help 
Series,” form an extremely useful little book, 
written in a light and amusing style. The 
author treats outfits, packing, bungalows, fur- 
nishing, servants, &c., in a thoroughly practical 
fashion, and also gives many valuable hints about 
Anglo-Indian society. Among other things she 
gives estimates of the cost of living, which for a 
married couple of moderate income and without 
children she fixes at 387 rupees a month, but 
this does not include clothes and travelling ex- 
penses. The rate of servants’ wages is in some 
cases put rather too high. Every person, espe- 
cially every lady, going out to India for the first 
time ought to expend a shilling in the purchase 
of this little book. 


Messrs. SmituH & Exper have sent us a hand- 





some and convenient edition in two volumes of 


Friends in Council. They have also reprinted 
in a similar shape Companions of my Solitude. 
—To Messrs. Ward & Lock we are indebted 
for new editions of two useful books, Haydn’s 
Dictionary of Domestic Medicine and Haydi’s 
Bible Dictionary. The same publishers have 
brought out an edition of a book still popular, 
Whiston’s Josephus.—Mr. Bentley has issued a 
convenient reprint, in one volume, of the In- 
goldsby Legends. 

M. L. Dérrer has published at Lille his 
Souvenirs du Congrés Littéraire de Londres, 
giving a pleasant account of his visit. The 
great event of his stay was his invitation ‘‘a la 
table historique et traditionnelle de Mansion 
House ”:—“ En réalité, ce qui nous impressionna 
plus encore [than ‘‘la coupe d’amour”’j, ce fut 
Yorgane dominateur et positivement prodigieux 
de ce qu'on appelle ici le Toast-master. Un 
petit roulement de tonnerre, par une belle 
soirée, peut seule (sic) vous donner une idée de 
la voix de ce beau fonctionnaire & longue barbe 
blonde, au correct habit noir, lorsque couvrant, 
sans le moindre effort, les causeries de cent 
cinquante dineurs, elle mugissait une premiére 
fois : Gentlemen.” 

Accorpin¢ to the first Report just issued by 
the Free Library at Clitheroe, the progress 
made is considered to be satisfactory. The 
weekly issue of books, though the institution is 
in its infancy, averages about three hundred. 

Mr. Drennam Rosrnson has issued for the 
seventeenth time his excellent manual of refer- 
ence The War Office List. Mr. Harrison is the 
publisher.—Mr. Roberts issues on his own ac- 
count the Parliamentary Buff Book, and we 
presume he has found that support which he 
complained last year of not receiving. The 
average attendance of members at divisions was 
singularly low this year. It fell to 178. 

Atmanacs have already begun to appear. 
Messrs. Bemrose send us a useful Monthly 
Diary and a Daily Calendar.—The Cosmopolitan 
Masonic Calendar and Pocket Book, which Mr. 
Kenning publishes, seems to deserve the popu- 
larity it has attained.—We have also received 
from Messrs. W. H. Smith & Son Eason’s 
Almanac for Ireland, which contains excellent 
notes on Irish Banks, Mixed Farming, &c.

GULLIVER’S LAST VOYAGE. 

Tue censure which has been so lavishly be- 
stowed on the last part of Swift’s renowned work 
has had for one, at least, of its causes the notion 
that the great satirist intended to portray men 
as inferior to brutes, the bestial Yahoos being 
taken as representing the human race, and the 
immeasurably superior Houyhnhnms being re- 
garded as veritable horses. This was the view 
taken by Lord Orrery in his work on the ‘ Life 
and Writings of Dr. Swift,’ published not very 
long after Swift’s death. His lordship speaks of 
the ‘‘ Voyage to the Country of the Houyhnhnms” 
as ‘‘a real insult to mankind,” and says that 
‘‘we there view the pure instincts of brutes 
unassisted by any knowledge of letters, acting 
within their own narrow sphere, merely for 
their immediate preservation. They are incapable 
of doing wrong ; therefore they act right.” Of 
other writers who have expressed themselves in 
a similar manner I need only mention Thacke- 
ray, who, in his ‘Lectures on the English 
Humourists,’ tells us that the last part of 
‘Gulliver’ teaches that man ‘‘ is, and deserves 
to be, the slave of brutes, and ignorance 1s 
better than his vaunted wisdom.” 

To me it seems a little surprising that any 
critic with the book before him should have s0 
written of the Houyhnhnms. So far are they 
from being brutes impelled only by instinct, 
that we are told that ‘‘ their grand maxim is to 
cultivate reason, and to be wholly governed by 
it.” Their reason is said to be in no degree 
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“ mingled, obscured or discoloure. by passion 
and interest.” In fact, the reasoning powers of 
the Houyhnhnms form their predominant cha- 
racteristic, even their external form being subor- 
dinate. Another particular, which alone, one 
would think, might well have taught the critics 
that the Houyhnhnms are not horses, is the term 
of existence assigned to them, lasting ‘‘ generally 
to seventy or sev enty-five years, very seldom to 
fourscore. 

For the outward form with which the Houyhn- 
hnms are invested various reasons might be 
adduced, among them the possibility that Swift 
had a special fondness for horses. And this view 
would derive some plausibility from the story, to 
be found in Mr. Forster’s volume and other of 
the Dean’s biographies, of his having, when a 
schoolboy at Kilkenny, given all his pocket- 
money in exchange for a worn-out steed which 
was being taken to the knacker. A more influ- 
ential cause may be found, I venture to think, 
in the ‘ Arabian Nights’ Entertainments.’ Every 
ceader of this collection of Oriental tales is 
aware how frequently men, while retaining un- 
diminished their rational faculties, are made by 
magical arts to assume the forms of various 
animals, frequentiy that of horses. Now in 
estimating the probability of this suggestion, it 
is important to remember that, when Swift 
wrote ‘Gulliver,’ the ‘Mille et Une Nuits’ was 
a new book in Europe, the publication of 
Galland’s translation having been completed 
only a short time before, namely, in 1717. But 
we may find, I think, some special reasons in 
favour of the view I have suggested in that par- 
ticular part of the book entitled ‘‘ Histoire de 
Beder, Prince de Perse, et de Giauhare, Prin- 
cesse du Royaume de Samandal,” and more 
especially in the portion of this story treating of 
King Beder and the sorceress Labe, Queen of 
the City of Enchantments. When King Beder, 
on his escape from shipwreck, came to the coast 
of the City of Enchantments, he was opposed by 
a number of transformed men, or human quad- 
rupeds, among which horses have the first place. 
It was into the form of ‘‘ a wretched horse, one- 
eyed and lame,” that the queen endeavoured 
to transform Beder ; and it was into the shape 
of a mare that she herself was subsequently 
changed. As the horses and other animals, in 
order to prevent disaster to Beder, stood in the 
way, and tried to prevent his advancing to the 
city, seeming anxious to make him comprehend 
that some danger awaited him, so Gulliver was 
met by the Houyhnhnm, who ‘placed himself 
directly in the way, yet looking with a very 
mild aspect, never offering the least violence,’ 
and when another horse had come up, the be- 
haviour of the animals ‘‘ was so orderly and 
rational, so acute and so judicious, that I at last 
concluded they must needs be magicians who had 
metamorphosed themselves upon some design.” 
And as King Beder, when he entered the city, 
saw spacious streets without apparently a single 
inhabitant, and concluded that there must have 
been some extraordinary cause for the opposition 
to his entry which the animals had displayed, so 
Gulliver, in the house of the Houyhnhnm, 
passed through one room after another without 
seeing any human inhabitants, and inferred 
that ‘‘all these appearances could be nothing 
else but necromancy and magic.” This coinci- 
dence accounts pretty completely for the quasi- 
human characteristics of the Houyhnhnms, for 
their having the outward form of horses, and yet 
also the term of existence and the rationality of 
men. And I may add that the mention in 
‘Gulliver’ of magical arts and necromancy 
strengthens very considerably the probability of 
such an allusion to the ‘ Arabian Nights’ as that 
which I have suggested. 

In accordance with what I have said, the 
reasoning powers of the Houyhnhnms form their 
distinctive characteristic. In fact Swift, in this 
part of his book, seems to divide human nature 
into two parts, giving to the Houyhnhnms man’s 
rational faculties, and to the Yahoos assignin 





the general human form, together with the 
passions and instincts of men, but with no glim- 
mering of reason superior to that possessed by 
other animals. This bisection of human nature, 
if I may so speak, is in accordance with the view 
set forth by Thomas Sheridan, Swift’s godson, 
in the concluding observations appended to his 
‘Life of Doctor Swift.’ Sheridan, however, 
maintained, in addition, that the Houyhnhnms 
are the embodiment of perfect virtue, and the 
Yahoos of fully developed and consummate vice, 
an opinion with which I am unable to agree. 
The portraiture of the Yahoos probably reflects 
to some extent the teaching of Hobbes in his 
‘Leviathan,’ concerning man’s being by nature 
“‘nasty”’ and ‘‘ brutish,” and in such a con- 
dition of mutual warfare ‘‘as is of every man 
against every man.” The ‘ Leviathan’ is said to 
have been among the volumes found in Swift's 
library after his death. 

I must forbear at present from showing the 
connexion between the Voyage to the Houyhn- 
hnms and the preceding parts of the book, or its 
relation to that ‘‘ foundation of misanthropy” 
on which, as Swift tells Pope in his letter of 
September 29th, 1725, ‘‘ the whole building of 
my Travels is erected.” This could not be 
adequately exhibited without a somewhat lengthy 
and detailed examination. THomas TYLER. 








THE ROYAL HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

THE financial statement of this Society has 
been issued, and as its management has been a 
good deal discussed a few remarks may be in 
place. The accounts do not state separately the 
entrance fees, annual subscriptions, life composi- 
tions, amount of subscriptions, sales of volumes 
and back stock. It is, therefore, impossible to tell 
how many subscribing Fellows there are of either 
section or of both, or how much is due to the sale 
of volumes to new Fellows and the allowance on 
the same. In 1878-9 the life compositions were 
941. 5s. 9d. 

The liabilities and assets are not mentioned. 
In 1877-8 it appears that the printer’s bill must 
have been reduced and possibly some other liabili- 
ties. The liabilities may therefore perhaps include 
a printer’s and a binder’s bill for a year or two 
and some others. 

The assets would include—Subscriptions in 
arrear; back stock of volumes ; and the library, 
reported to be considerable. 

he falling off of income in 1878-9 on the 
previous year appears to be about 1501. 

A sale of diplomas and badges takes place, but 
whether the Society participates in it does not 
appear, though part of the receipts and expendi- 
ture may be for diplomas. A new Fellow may 
pay an entrance fee, an annual subscription, and 
buy a diploma, badge, and set of back volumes.

Add to this law expenses and old liabilities 
paid off in 1877-8. 

The revenues seem to be larger than those 
of most of the secondary scientific societies 
which maintain a high reputation, and there is 
no reason why this Society, if conducted in the 
same way, should not flourish. 

If for a limited period 3331. were allowed 
for Transactions and 6dl. for sundries, and 
a moderate sum for salaries, say 2001. a year, 
not only would the liabilities be easily paid 
off, but the Society would be put in a posi- 
tion to fund and replace its composition fees, 
and before long be able to enlarge its Trans- 
actions and publish papers of better quality, and 
thereby get an accession of Fellows of some 
standing at the usual entrance fee and sub- 
scription. 

Lord Aberdare, the new President, appears to 
bestow much attention on his duties, and under 
an able administrator a successful career is pos- 
sible for the Society. 








Literary Grossip. 


Ir is rumoured that Mr. Anthony Trollope 
is engaged upon a somewhat elaborate work 
of which Cicero is the subject. Mr. Trollope, 
it may be remembered, contributed a volume 
on Ceesar to ‘ The Ancient Classics for Eng- 
lish Readers.’ 


Messrs. C. Kecan Pavr & Co. will pub- 
lish immediately a new edition of ‘In 
Memoriam,’ printed on handsome paper, 
with rough edges, and bound in parchment. 
The frontispiece will consist of a new minia- 
ture of Mr. Tennyson, executed in eau forte 
by M. Le Rat, after a photograph by the late 
Mrs. Cameron. 


Tue Contemporary Review for December 
will contain a series of letters on the Lord’s 
Prayer, addressed to the clergy, by Mr. 
Ruskin. It will also contain a paper by 
Lieut.-Col. Osborn on Lord Lytton’s Govern- 
ment of India; one by “ An Eastern States- 
man” on life in Constantinople fifty years 
ago; and other papers by Prof. Monier 
W illiams, John Boyd Kinnear, Lady Verney, 
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Mr. Justice Fry, Prof. Bonamy Price, and 
Gabriel Monod. 

Tue Library of St. Paul’s School has just 
been enriched by the addition of Burns’s 
copy of Milton. It is the Edinburgh edition 
of 1755, in two vols. 12mo., and on the 
title-page of each volume is the autograph 
‘“‘ Robt. Burns.’’ Inside the cover of the first 
volume is a memorandum, apparently in 
Burns’s own hand, that the books were 
a present from Lord Monboddo. They 
were given by the poet’s widow to R. H. 
Cromek, the editer of ‘Reliques of Burns’ 
and ‘Nithsdale Ballads,’ and have now 
been purchased from his grand-daughter 
by the liberality of Mr. John Watney, to 
find their appropriate resting-place in the 
library of the school in which Milton was 
educated. 


On account of ill health Prof. Marshall 
has resigned the post of Principal of the 
Bristol University College. 

Messrs. Wittiams & Noreare will publish, 
about the end of the year, ‘The Panhel- 
lenic Annual,’ edited by Mr. Socrates Para- 
syrakes, the contents of which will be partly 
in Greek and partly in English. A similar 
work was issued in Paris for eleyen years 
(1860-1871) by Marinos Vretos the younger, 
under the title of ‘ Ethnikon Hemerologion.’ 
‘The Panhellenic Annual,’ which will be 
illustrated, will contain a calendar of the 
Greek Church, and other matter specially 
interesting to Greeks, at home and in Eng- 
land. Amongst the original papers will be 
one on JEschylus, by Dr. Telfy, of Buda- 
Pesth; a memoir on the mines, mineral 
waters, and marbles of Greece, by Prof. X. 
Landerer, of Athens; and contributions in 
prose and verse by Profs. Koumanoudes, 
Afentoules, and Rhangabe. The English 
portion of the Annual will include a paper 
by Mr. Freeman on ‘‘The Present Position 
of the Greek Nation”; ‘‘ Theseus: an Eng- 
lish Ballad on a Greek Subject,’’ by Prof. 
Blackie; ‘Some early English Philhel- 
lenes,” by Mr. L. Sergeant, &c. A few of 
the contributions will appear both in Greek 
and in English. 

Messrs. Hansarv’s Monthly List of Par- 
liamentary Papers for October contains 
twenty-three Reports and Papers and fifteen 
Papers by Command. Among the former will 
be found Part IL. of the List of Friendly 
Societies, with Dates of Establishment, 
Number of Members, Total Assets, &c., by 
the Chief Registrar, for the year 1877: a 
somewhat tardy publication. There are also 
the Statement of Accounts of the Metro- 
politan Water Companies for the Year 1878; 
the Return of the Number of Factories 
authorized to be inspected under the Fac- 
tory and Workshop Acts, with the Number 
of Persons employed in each Industry ; and 
a Return of the Names of the Steamships in 
Her Majesty’s Navy on the Ist day of 
January, 1874, and the 1st day of January, 
1879. The Standing Orders of the House 
of Commons, 1878-79, also furnish a sug- 
gestive title. Among the Papers by Com- 
mand are the Agricultural Returns of Great 
Britain, 1879; Statement of Receipts and 
Expenditure on the Highways of England 
and Wales for the Year ended March 25, 
1877; and a Special Report, drawn up by 
Sir Henry Cole, on the International Exhi- 
bitions of 1871, 1872, 1878, and 1874. 





Unover the title of ‘Sister Dora: a Bio- 
graphy,’ Messrs. C. Kegan Paul & Co. will 
publish before long a volume by Miss 
Lonsdale. Many have heard of the labours 
of Sister Dora in the humblest homes and 
in the hospital wards of the Black Country, 
but few know anything of her private his- 
tory, of her sacrifice of social position and 
comfort which she cheerfully made, or of 
the difficulties which attended the commence- 
ment of her work. It is now fifteen years 
since she took charge of an accident hospital 
at Walsall, and from that time until her 
death, just twelve months ago, her time was 
occupied in tending the victims of colliery 
and machinery accidents, or in grappling 
with the worst forms of epidemics among an 
over-crowded population. 

Tur Rey. J. de Soyres has in the press an 
edition of Pascal’s ‘Lettres Provinciales,’ 
based on the last edition revised by Pascal 
himself, aceompanied by English notes and 
an introduction historical and theological. 

Srx or seven hitherto unpublished designs 
by William Blake will accompany a study 
of Blake, by Mr. Horace E. Scudder, to 
appear in a forthcoming number of Serib- 
ner’s Monthly. The same number will con- 
tain also new engravings of some of Blake’s 
well-known designs. Mr. E. C. Stedman, 
author of ‘ Victorian Poets,’ is writing for 
the magazine a series of papers on the 
American poets, Taylor, Longfellow, Poe, 
Whitman, &c. Mrs. Burnett, the author 
of ‘That Lass o’ Lowrie’s,’ has written a 
new novel, entitled ‘ Louisiana,’ which will 
appear in it. Mr. Eugene Schuyler is to con- 
tribute an illustrated life of Peter the Great. 
Mr. Rimmer, the antiquary, is preparing a 
series of papers on the scenes of Dickens’s 
novels. 

Mrs. Aveusta WEBSTER appears to have 
found time, during the distractions of a con- 
tested School Board election, to pass through 
the press a new drama, which will be pub- 
lished next week by Messrs. C. Kegan Paul 
& Co. The title is ‘ Disguises.’ Mrs. Pfeiffer 
has made a collection of her sonnets and 
songs, which will be issued immediately by 
the same firm. 

Messrs. SatcHett, Peyton & Co., the 
publishers to the Folk- Lore Society, are 
going to publish a collection of Tuscan 
fairy tales and also an edition of Mr. 
Aldam’s treatise on Flies and Fly-Making. 

Tue edition of ‘Manchester Al Mondo’ 
about to be issued by Messrs. Pickering 
& Co., edited by Mr. J. E. Bailey, of Man- 
chester, will contain a memoir of the author, 
the first Earl of Manchester, compiled 
mainly from inedited sources, and a biblio- 
graphy of the work. The memoir elucidates 
some matters bearing on the relations of the 
old earl, a staunch royalist, with his son, 
the well-known Lord Kimbolton, afterwards 
the Parliamentarian general. ‘Al Mondo’ 
was bequeathed by the earl as his legacy 
‘‘to the world,” and the ninth edition of it 
was the first book printed after the Great 
Fire of London. In the edition named it 
is said that the fire destroyed 100,000/. 
worth of books. 

Mr. Grorce Rovrtener, of Stone House, 
Cumberland, and the head of the well- 
known Broadway publishing firm, has been 
pricked for High Sheriff for Cumberland, 
his native county. 





Tue last fasciculus of Jagic’s ‘ Archiy 
fiir Slavische Philologie,’ which has just 
appeared, contains a letter to the editor from 
Mr. Morfill, Oriel College, Oxford, on the 
progress of Slavonic studies in England, 
and more especially in Oxford. The Bod- 
leian Library, he says, which till lately pos- 
sessed a very few Polish books, has now a 
splendid collection of the most important pub- 
lications in the Russian, Bohemian, Croatian, 
and Servian languages. Mr. Morfill’s article 
will appear in the Go/os, translated by Herr 
Bulgakoff. 

Pror. Norpuorr, of Miinster, will soon 
produce his finely illustrated work on the 
artistic and historical monuments in the 
district of Hamm, Westphalia, for the West- 
phalian Provincial Society of Literature and 
Art. It is to be the first of a series of books 
describing the whole of the monuments of 
Westphalia, and the author has been 
assisted by a special committee of the 
Society. 

Ar the suggestion of the President of the 
Philological Society some members have 
resolved to photo-lithograph the whole of 
the Epinal Glossary, the earliest Anglo- 
Saxon document in the Kentish dialect, 
being of the seventh century. Prince Louis 
Lucien Bonaparte, Lord Derby, Dr. Murray, 
and Mr. Furnivall start the scheme, and the 
last named asks that subscriptions of a guinea 
each may be sent to him at 3, St. George’s 
Square, London, N.W. 

Mr. Esswortu has just finished his new 
book for the members of the Ballad Society. 
The title is ‘The Amanda Group of Bagford 
Poems,’ and it is taken from the almost 
unique originals in the British Museum, &e. 
Four songs or ballads are included, from 
very early MSS.—never hitherto in print to 
the best of the editor’s knowledge. 


A yew and revised edition is announced 
by Messrs. De La Rue, of Bunhill Row, of 
‘An Art Student in Munich,’ a work which 
will be remembered as having in the year 
1853 first drawn attention in England and 
America to the Passion play at Ober 
Ammergau. It will contain several new 
chapters, with further particulars of the 
Ammergau actors and some details of in- 
terest about the last “works and days” of 
Kaulbach, of whom the writer, Mrs. Howitt 
Watts (best known by her maiden name, 
Anna Mary Howitt), was a pupil. 

Mr. Wiis Neviys will publish in a 
few days another volume on the con- 
nexion of this country with the Holy See. 
This volume will relate to England from the 
Conquest to the Stuarts, and will contain a 
large number of Papal documents (trans- 
lated), such as the bull of dispensation for 
the marriage of Henry VIII. and Catherine. 


THE announcement of the ‘Letters of 
Charles Dickens’ was enough to sell the 
first edition, and before the book was out 
Messrs. Chapman & Hall were obliged to 
go to press with a second edition. Mr. 
Mudie took 1,500 copies ‘‘to begin with,” 
one of his huge ledgers being nearly filled 
a week ago with “‘ bespeaks” for the corre- 
spondence. 

A new novel by Miss Bertha Thomas, 
entitled ‘The Violin Player,’ will be com- 
menced in the January number of London 
Society. 
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Mr. F. Hrrenman has sent us a strong 
rotest against the articles by M. Cucheval 
Marigny which are appearing in the Revue 
des Deux Mondes. Many pages together are, 
Mr. Hitchman says, translations or para- 
hbrases from his ‘ Life of Lord Beacons- 
field.’ The popular edition of Mr. T. P. 
0’Connor’s biography has been issued. It 
is a reprint of the more expensive issue, 
both notes and text. A few additions have 
also been made in one or two places. 


‘Lire anp Socrery ry America,’ by Mr. 
§. Phillips Day, will be published early in 
December. The work will be dedicated to 
Prince Camille de Polignac, aide-de-camp to 
General Beauregard during the American 
Civil War. 

Amone new French books are a post- 
humous work of Count D’ Alton Shee, ‘Souve- 
nirs de 1847 et de 1848’; two more volumes 
of M. Thiers’s Parliamentary speeches, em- 
bracing the years 1837-41; ‘Les Martyrs 
de la Science,’ by Gaston Tissandier ; ‘ Re- 
cueil de Documents relatifs 4 l’Histoire des 
Monnaies frappées par les Rois de France 
depuis Philippe II. jusqu’a Francois I*,’ 
by F. de Sauley; ‘Histoire des Monstres 
depuis ]’Antiquité jusqu’a nos Jours,’ by 
E. Martin; ‘Histoire du Costume au Théatre 
depuis les Origines du Théatre en France 
jusqu’a nos Jours,’ by Adolphe Jullien; 
‘La Chronique Scandaleuse,’ a collection 
of documents relating to the eighteenth cen- 
tury, edited by Octave Uzanne; ‘La Vérité 
Chrétienne et le Doute Moderne,’ lectures 
given during the Exhibition, with a preface 
by E. de Pressensé; and ‘La Fuite de 
Louis XVI., d’aprés les Archives Municipales 
de Strasbourg,’ by Gustave Fischbach. 
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Our Railways: Sketches Historical and Descrip- 
tive, with Practical Information as to Fares 
and Rates, &c., and a Chapter on Railway 
Reform. By Joseph Parsloe. (C. Kegan Paul 
& Co.) 

A Book called ‘Our Railways,’ which contains 

no map, no list of lines, no index, no apprecia- 

tion of the work of the engineer, no account of 
cost of construction except that it “‘ varies very 
much in different parts of the country,” no 
account of the working expenses except that 
they ‘‘amounted in 1876 to 33,535,5091., or 
about 54 per cent. of the receipts,” and that 
states that the original London and Birmingham 
line was 160 miles long, is one which the re- 
viewer could hardly be blamed for tossing into 
the waste-paper basket. ‘The Life of Stephen- 
son,’ by Samuel Smiles, and that recondite 

authority, ‘‘ Bradshaw's ‘Railway Manual,’ a 

wonderfully complete work,” would better be 

consulted at first hand than used as the sources 
from which to draw ‘‘important facts of his- 
tory ” for ‘‘sketches historical and descriptive.” 

And with regard to the “‘ valuable items of in- 

formation,” which “‘have also been obtained 

from other sources of information,” Mr. Parsloe 
is so vague in his references (as in the case 

“*Evidence of Mr. Salt before Parliamentary 

Committee, 187, Report, p. 5307’) that it is diffi- 

cult to trace the origin of citations that seem to 

be made with perfect good faith, but sad want 
of literary distinctness. But with much that is 
vague, general, useless, or mistaken in the book, 
is combined a certain portion of valuable infor- 
mation, fairly and even forcibly brought before 
the reader. Mr. Parsloe tells us that he has 
had some twenty years’ experience as a railway 
official, and as an official in a large commercial 





establishment. Thus, while he has altogether 
failed ‘‘to present to the reader, in a concise 
and popular form, a sketch of the railway system 
in its general details,” ‘‘some information is 
given, particularly with regard to the vexed 
question of rates and fares, which may be of 
some practical worth to traders and others.” 
To the trader, indeed, the information presented 
by Mr. Parsloe is unfortunately too well known. 
The freighter from one part of England may 
take comfort from the knowledge that he is not 
much worse off than his neighbours in any other 
district ; but that in all cases the companies 
charge pretty much as they choose is only too 
well known to their customers, though Mr. 
Parsloe deserves gratitude for bringing it so 
fully before the public. As to another point, 
he seems unaware of the real force of his own 
remarks. ‘‘In connexion with our railways,” 
he says, “‘ it will readily be understood that it 
is absolutely necessary that elaborate accounts 
should be kept in order that the general position 
of affairs may be ascertained from time to time, 
as well as to insure accuracy. Indeed, without 
some thoroughly systematic and complete mode 
of registering and classifying the whole of the 
work performed, it would be almost impossible 
to attain to any measure of success. On the 
respective railways a certain system of accounts 
is adopted at all the stations, and these accounts 
have to be prepared and submitted with unvary- 
ing uniformity. Then these accounts are sum- 
marized according to a strictly defined plan...... 
The preparation of ‘returns’ is the great forte 
of railway companies.” From the description 
given, evidently from personal knowledge, of 
the operations of the railway clearing-house, it 
is evident that, as stated by Mr. Parsloe, there 
must be statements ‘‘ showing in detail the 
transactions there have been between a certain 
station and all other stations.” But while ex- 
treme accuracy in accounts of a certain class is 
thus shown to be required and attained, how is 
it that it is said to be impossible to ascertain the 
proportion of expense chargeable to passenger, 
merchandise, and mineral traffic on any line in 
the kingdom? The returns made to the Board 
of Trade do not show this. The reports of the 
companies do not showit. “As regarded the 
publishing of information to shareholders,” said 
the President of the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers at the last spring meeting, ‘‘ it was 
one thing to obtain the information and another 
thing to publish it. The admission had been 
made that the railway companies had not yet 
ascertained it.” The rates quoted by Mr. 
Parsloe vary from nine-tenths of a penny to 
fourpence - halfpenny per ton per mile for 
different descriptions of freight. The price 
of four-tenths of a penny per ton per mile 
is stated to have been charged for the car- 
riage of coal. The rates charged ox »ne article 
alone, namely sugar, vary from 0°72d. to 2°8d. 
between the line from Liverpool to Leeds and 
that from Greenock to Leeds. Fares are shown 
to vary from 7s. 6d. for a first-class return ticket 
for 200 miles and back to 3d. per mile, which 
would amount to 5l. for an equal distance. When 
facts like these are undisputed, and a low and 
diminishing earning power is becoming apparent 
on a certain class of lines, the refusal of the 
companies to keep a debtor and creditor account 
of each different description of traftic contrasts 
very forcibly with the minute character of the 
reckonings which they keep between themselves 
as regards the operations of the clearing-house. 
Mr. Parsloe’s chapter on system of accounts, 
railway clearing-house, fares and charges by pas- 
senger trains, rates, &c., for goods trains, and 
railways and the public, should be generally 
read. His description of railway law as a mass 
of incongruous legislation is simple, but not far 
wide of the truth. His reference to the out- 
come of Government control in some foreign 
lines shows that he should have confined his pen 
to descriptions of arrangements with which he 
is personally acquainted. 





THE ACTION OF LIGHT ON PLANTS. 
Permit me to trouble you with a statement of 
my claim to priority over Messrs. Draper and 
Pfeffer, who were stated by Dr. Allman, in his 
presidential address at the Sheffield meeting of 
the British Association, to have recently observed 
“‘that the solar spectrum is not equally effective 
in all its ” in their influence on vegetation. 
I at once (August 25th) referred Prof. Allman 
to my papers on this subject. These are to be 
found in the Philosophical Magazine for April, 
1840, the Reports of the British Association for 
1842-43-44 and 1846, under the title of ‘ The 
Influence of Light on the Germination of Seeds 
and on the Growth of Plants,’ all of which were 
summarized in my ‘ Researches on Light,’ the 
first edition of which work was published in 
1844, the second edition in 1854. 

I was favoured with a reply from Dr. Allman 
on the 29th of August. After regretting that 
he had overlooked my investigations, he adds: 
“*T need not say that I shall do all I can to cor- 
rect the omission, and shall certainly take care 
that, before the admission of the address into the 
Transactions of the Association, due justice shall 
be done to you in it.” 

With this I rested content, until I received a 
letter from Dr. Allman, dated November 9th, 
in which he writes: ‘‘I am truly sorry to say 
that the Transactions of the British Association 
have stolen a march on me, and come out with- 
out giving me a chance of correcting my omission 
regarding your researches on the influence of 
light on vegetation.” 

I hope, with this explanation of the cause of 
the delay, you will now allow me to assert my 
claim, especially as Dr. Allman, in a note of 
November 13th, says, ‘‘ You are quite right in 
asserting your claim to priority,” &c., and ‘‘you 
are at liberty to make what use you please of 
my letter.” 

As a very early investigator into these most 


‘interesting phenomena, I cannot afford to allow 


my discoveries to be unrecognized without an 
appeal. It is especially satisfactory to find this 
supported by so high an authority as Prof. 
man, who, in his letter of the 9th November, 
writes: ‘‘I have been refreshing my memory 
of your researches by reading your published 
account of them, and their completeness and 
conclusiveness render my regret the greater that 
I had not given them the recognition they so 
well merit.” Rosert Hunt, F.R.S. 





GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


Tue telegraph announces Mr. Forrest's arrival, 
on the 18th of September, at the Katherine 
station of the Overland Telegraph line, after 
having traversed North-western Australia from 
the mouth of the Fitzroy river. The river men- 
tioned is apparently of great size, for the ex- 
plorer was obliged to follow its left bank for 
250 miles, to lat. 17° 42’S., long. 126° 10’ E., 
before he was able to cross it. Having done 
so, a visit was paid to Collier Bay, and an 
attempt made to reach the Glenelg river, which 
failed, owing to the rugged nature of the country. 
After this digression Mr. Forrest returned to 
the Fitzroy river, followed its eastern branch 
for 100 miles, and, crossing the dividing range, 
entered upon a well-watered grass country, 
which extended as far as the Victoria river, 
crossed at the junction with the Wickham in 
lat. 15° 50’. The country beyond, as far as the 
telegraph line, is described as covered with 
grass and level, although there is no water. Mr. 
Forrest found the natives friendly. His party 
suffered much from fever and sunstroke, but not 
a single death took place. 

M. Révoil, a retired officer of the French 
army, has paid a visit to the Mejurtin Somals, 
by whom he was well and hospitably received. 
He failed to penetrate far into the interior, 
owing to the warlike state of the country, but 
collected much valuable information on the 
caravan routes, and ascended several elevated 
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mountains, including the Karoma (11,480 feet) 
and the Aisemah (7,080 feet). 

M. A. Wauters, at the recent meeting of the 
Geographical Congress held at Brussels, read a 
ad on Cesar’s Portus Iccius, which, like 

anville, Gosselin, and others, he identifies with 
Wissant, half way between Calais and Boulogne. 
That place, variously known as Cuiso, Esseu, 
Guizant, and Widsand during the Middle Ages, 
was formerly a place of considerable importance, 
and M. Wauters thinks that by restoring its 
ancient port prosperity might return to it. 

. J. Hann’s ‘Einfiihrung in die Meteoro- 
logie der Alpen’ forms part of the ‘‘ Instruc- 
tions for Scientific Observations during Alpine 
Journeys,” which are being issued by the 
Austro-German Alpine Club. The author— 
one better acquainted with the subject could not 
have been selected—presents us with a popular 
view of Alpine meteorology, points out the 
observations which Alpine travellers may pro- 
titably undertake, and recommends the instru- 
ments best suited for the purpose. He suggests, 
inter alia, that the direction of the wind should 
be noticed by tourists or guides on the summits 
of elevated mountains, the results to be for- 
warded to the committees of the various clubs, 
and to be tabulated at the close of each year. 
The use of Baudin’s ‘‘ thermométre fronde”’ is 
strongly recommended. 





THE CARINTHIAN BARROWS. 

I HAVE lately been inspecting the group of 
barrows (gomile, acervi, Heidengrabe) to which 
I alluded in my letter from Laibach (Athen., 
August 16th), and perhaps your readers may 
like to hear the results. 

Leaving Steinbriicke, the junction of the 
Agram Railway with the Siidbahn, and the con- 
fluence of the turbid yellow San with the glas- 
tone or blue-green Save (Savus or Sau) river, 
you cross the latter by a platform-ferry of the 
earlier historic type, useful to keep off excur- 
sionists. The carriage road then runs down the 
right bank to Markt Ratschach (ratzak, ‘‘among 
the crabs”), whose ruined castle rises high 
above the little Sapotka influent. Here the 
** Narrows,” which began near Laibach, and 
which in places reduce the Save to a hunter’s 
leap, flare out into a small plain on the right or 
southern side. Another gate leads to another 
broad at Sauenstein ; and, after the last gut at 
Lichtenwald, the great Croatian valley-plain 
opens at Gurkfeld. 

Beyond the Sapotka begins the Weixelstein 
(‘‘ Cherry-tree Rock”) property of our kind 
friends, Gutmansthal- Benvenuti. A drawing 
of the castle, which in those days belonged to 
the Barons of Zetscheker, now extinct, is given 
in Valvasor’s noble old monograph ‘Die Ehre 
des Herzogthums Krain,’ two portly folios 
printed at Laibach (Labaci) in 1689, and now 
being republished in numbers. 

The tumuli occupy the limit of the Weixelstein 
flat, the raised river-bank in geological ages, 
about 150 feet above the water, a mile or so 
from Ratschach, and bounding the highway to 
Agram. The Slav name is the generic Dubrava, 
or forest, although the Dub or oak has long 
made way for beech and pine (P. Austriaca) on 
the upper levels, while the lower slopes are 
weingebirge. A sketch by M. Nicolas Gut- 
mansthal shows the disposition of the five 
larger barrows, two being the base of trees, 
which are not over seventy years old. The 
gomile, about twenty feet in diameter, are 
of humus overlying yellow clay. That in the 
centre was opened on August 21st and 22nd. 
At a depth of about a métre and a half appeared 
on the western side a cinerary vase of the 
coarsest pottery, imperfectly burned. It was not 
protected by a kist, nor were there any signs to 
show its ownership. Mammiform protuberances 
appear on the fragments. 

The Slovenes of Lower Krain are a floating 
population ; when a family does not like the 
place, it sells off and wends its way. Thus tra- 





ditions are rare and evidently modern. Yet the 
people have preserved a legend of a Heidenkapelle 
(‘‘heathen chapel”). Possibly it alludes to a 
building which stood upon the plain below 
Dubrava, at the farm called ‘‘ Hotemesch ” 
(Thomas Hoch = Hoch Thomas = Hotemesch). 
Whilst a field was lately being ploughed the share 
struck upon a stone, and some fifteen slabs were 
disinterred. The material, a fine, hard, white 
saccharine marble, with raised veins of quartz, 
has been brought from some distance; it is 
evidently the Bacherer Marmor of Styrian Mar- 
burg. The remnants are now collected under 
a dwarf avenue, forming seats and a table ; the 
latter is a curiously bevelled plate, 2°6 métres 
in length. The work was apparently unfinished : 
there are two roughly-hewn column capitals; 
two others which may be pilasters; and yet two 
which are trimmed into cornice and corner shape. 
Most of them are pitted with pick holes ; and a 
smaller slab bears ///// , which may be a mason’s 
mark. One of the two cornices or coping pieces, 
whose greatest length is 1°6 métres, breadth 1°3 
métres, and thickness 0°10 métre, shows on the 
northern side two horizontal and parallel lines, 
evidently artificial, and measuring 1°48 métres. 
Between them are various perpendiculars and 
obliques, amongst which I detected an evident 
®anda Pb. The general appearance is Runic. 
Enclosed are two squeezes which have not been 
very successful; they prove, however, I think, 
that the marks are letters. The presence of 
Runes in a country so distant from their origin 
is easily accounted for. 

I see in the Daily News a letter from Mrs. 
Crosse (August 20th) upon the ‘ Drying of Hay,’ 
quoting from the Atheneum of August 16th. 
The ‘‘harps,” which the Slavs call Kos or 
Kosar, are hereabouts confined to Carniola; at 
any rate, they do not extend to Styria. In the 
single and simplest form the height would be 
nine to ten feet, and the length five to seven 
yards, with eight or nine parallel bars. The 
roof, of tile or thatch, is made of sufficient 
breadth to cover the hay. In England, where 
timber is expensive, the uprights could be made 
of brick and the horizontals of iron. Some such 
precaution appears recommendable for our rain- 
drenched south-western counties; but the 
bucolic mind is not addicted to easy change. 
At any rate, the Harpfen appear, on the whole, 
to be a better system than those hitherto pro- 
posed: weather hurdles, pitting in earth, and 
drying by the hot blast. 

In the Atheneum of August 30th Mr. A. R. 
Fairfield proposes to derive ‘‘tabor” from 
tabiyah (redoubt) or tdb (strength); ending 
with a suggestion that the ‘‘ Wends of Carniola” 
may have adopted the first form from the 
Magyars. But why go so far! The Turks 
have again and again swept through the whole 
country, seaboard and interior, as far as Carin- 
thian Klagenfurt. Within a few miles of Trieste 
there is a village called Reppen-Tabor, whose 
ruined castle is supposed to have belonged to 
the Templars. The Slovenes might easily have 
taken tabor direct from the Turkish soldiery.

AstronomMicaL.—Nov. 14.—Lord Lindsay, 
President, in the chair.—Rev. J. L. Challis,

T. W. Bithrey, G. H. Darwin, H. T. Vivian, 
and R. R. Webb, were elected Fellows.—Prof. 





Adams read a paper ‘On the Ellipticity of Mars 
and its Effect on the Motion of the Satellites.’ 
Prof. A. Hall’s observations showed that the 
planes of the orbits of both satellites are inclined 
at small angles to the plane of the planet’s 
equator. Mr. Marth has in a recent number of 
the Astronomische Nachrichten investigated the 
motion of the nodes of the orbits of the satellites 
on the orbit of the planet, which will be due to 
the disturbing action of the Sun, and he con- 
cludes that, if there is no force depending on the 
internal structure of Mars which modifies the 
Sun’s action, the nodes of the orbits will be 
in opposition to each other a thousand years 
hence ; but Prof. Adams pointed out that this 
motion would be materially affected by the dis- 
turbing force due to the ellipticity of the planet, 
which would cause the nodes of the satellites to 
retrograde on the plane of the planet’s equator. 
The ellipticity of Mars is too small to be 
observed, but the motion of the nodes will pro- 
bably afford a means of determining the ellip- 
ticity of the planet within very definite limits. 
A protuberance at the equator of Mars would 
also cause rapid motions of the apses of the orbits 
of the satellites, particularly of that of the inner 
one, and as this orbit appears from Prof. Hall’s 
observations to have a sensible eccentricity, it 
will probably afford a still more exact means of 
determining the ellipticity of the planet.—Mr. 
Marth mentioned that the observations made at 
the recent opposition appeared to show that the 
axis of the planet was not inclined at an angle 
of 27°, as had been hitherto supposed, but was 
probably inclined at an angle of only about 24°, 
In order to proceed with the investigation 
suggested by Prof. Adams, the position of the 
axis of the planet would need to be more satis- 
factorily determined.—Mr. Stone read a paper 
‘On the Evidence of a past Connexion between 
four widely separated Southern Stars, viz. 
¢ Toucani, ¢ Eridani, ¢' Reticuli, and ¢ Reti- 
culi,’ all of which possess large proper motions. 
There appears to be a common proper motion 
of the whole group amounting to more than 
1’ of arc, and though two of the stars are 
separated by a distance of 19°, it would seem 
that some 300,000 years ago they were all pro- 
bably close together, and may have consisted 
originally of two systems of double stars with 
large proper motions like a Centauri. — Dr. 
Schuster read a paper ‘On the Polarization of 
the Corona.’—The President mentioned that he 
had obtained an observation of Deimos at 
Dunecht, and Mr. Common stated that he had 
on four or five nights obtained observations and 
measures of both the satellites of Mars with his 
37-in. reflector. Observations of Deimos had 
also been obtained at Greenwich.—Capt. Noble 
showed sketches of Jupiter with the great 
elliptical red marking in the southern hemi- 
sphere, which has recently attracted much 
attention. 





Astatic.—Nov. 17.—Major-General Sir H. C. 
Rawlinson, President, in the chair.—General 
W. W. Anderson, Lieut.-Col. Lewin, Prof. 
F. W. Newman, Capt. St. Barbe Browne, 
Messrs. E. Arnold and S. Austin, were elected 
Resident Members ; Col. S. A. Madden, Lieut. 
R. C. Temple, Messrs. C. Stephen, W. J. 
Addis, C. Rustomjée, W. Irvine, P. C. Wheeler, 
Babu Ramchundra Ghose, and W. Craig, were 
elected Non-Resident Members.—Papers were 
read, by the President ‘On the Historical Value 
of the newly discovered Cylinder of Cyrus the 
Great,’ noticed in the Athen. for Nov. 8th, 
and by Mr. R. Sewell ‘On Hiouen Tsang and the 
Amravati Stupa.’—In the first, Sir H. C. Raw- 
linson showed that we have now an undoubted 
native record of the genealogy of Cyrus in 
the order, 1. Achzemenes; 2. Teispes; 3. Cyrus; 
4. Cambyses; 5. Cyrus the Great, as stated by 
Herodotus; and called attention to many 
curious matters relating to the religion then 
prevailing in Babylonia recorded on_ this 
monument.—In the second, Mr. Sewell ex- 
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ressed his belief that Amravati, which is 
situated in a level plain, could not have been 
the spot visited and described by the Chinese 
pilgrim ; on the other hand, that a place, seven- 
teen miles from Amravati, now called Bézwada, 
corresponds accurately with his description. Mr. 
Sewell has recently excavated at Amravati some 
sculptures far more perfect than those from the 
same place now at South Kensington. It is 
hoped they may be sent to England.

The Bheels are very 
dirty in their habits; their principal diseases 
are enlarged spleen and smallpox.—A paper was 
read by Mr. A. H. Keane ‘On the Relations of 
the Indo-Chinese and Inter-Oceanic Races and 
Languages,’ to show that Further India is occu- 
pied by two types, the fair and the yellow (Cau- 
casian and Mongolian), the former speaking 
polysyllabic untoned, the latter monosyllabic 
toned languages ; that both of these types, in- 
termingled with the Papuan or dark races, con- 
stitute the whole of the population of Malaysia ; 
and that the Caucasian alone appears in the 
Eastern Pacific as the ‘‘ Sawaiori” or ‘‘ Large 
brown Polynesian race.” The absence of the 
monosyll«bic languages from the oceanic area was 
accounted for, the expression ‘‘ Malayo-Poly- 
nesian ” shown to be misleading, and the Malay 
type itself was considered to be not fundamental 
but essentially mixed, the result of fusion in the 
Eastern Archipelago of the fair and yellow 
elements.—Mr. 8. E. Peal exhibited a collection 
of ethnological drawings made in Assam.

Director, in the chair.—Four new Members 
were announced.—Dr. B. Nicholson read a 
paper ‘On Hebenon,’ contending that it was 
Spenser’s and Marlowe’s heben, L. hebenwm, G. 
eiben, yew, whose seeds and juice, ‘‘taxi succus,” 
were a known poison.—Mr. F. Marshall argued 
that it was ‘“‘henbane,” that plant being taken 
for ‘‘ hemlock,” which produced the numbness 
and skin disease described by Hamlet’s father. 
—Mrs. Boole drew a parallel between the cha- 
racters of Portia and Shylock, arguing that the 
lady’s reverence for the letter of her father’s 
law, and following it out to the ruin of her 
suitors, at whose sufferings she jeered, showed 
that she had much in common with Shylock. 
—Mr. Furnivall disputed the theory that Essex 
was the Turtle of Shakspeare’s ‘Phoenix and 
Turtle,’ showing what contradictions of date 
and fact it involved ; and then read a longer 
paper on Puck’s ‘‘swifter than the moon’s 
sphere” and Shakspeare’s astronomy, showing 
that the moon and the other planets were sup- 
posed to be fixed each in its own sphere, and 
that all were daily swung round the earth by the 
upper 8th sphere of the fixed stars, the firmament 
or Primum Mobile, above which was the empyreal 
heaven, the seat of God and the souls of the 
blessed.

Science Gossiy. 


THE medals in the gift of the Royal Society 
are awarded this year to two foreigners, the 
Copley medal to Prof. Rudolph J. E. Clausius, 
of Bonn, foreign member R.S., for investi- 
gations begun in 1850 on the mechanical theory 
of heat, its application to machinery, to the 
mechanical equivalent of heat, and to electricity. 
The discussions of these questions and that of 
‘Molecular Motion called Heat’ are included 





among the seventy-seven titles which appear 
under Prof. Clausius’s name in the Catalogue of 
Scientific Papers. For having discovered the 
metal gallium, M. Lecoq de Boisbaudran, a 
well-known chemist, takes the Davy medal. 
Aluminium was known, and indium was known, 
but the unknown lay as a gap between them, and 
this has now been filled by the above-named in- 
vestigator. We may add that gallium exists as 
a constituent of blende, and that its discovery 
and isolation were effected only after a laborious 
investigation, spectroscopic and chemical, of 
many varieties of the mineral. The royal 
medals, given by the Crown on the recommenda- 
tion of the Council of the Royal Society, are 
adjudged to two Fellows on the home list, Prof. 
A. C. Ramsay, Director-General of the Ordnance 
Survey, and Mr. W. H. Perkin. The former 
has been connected with the Survey nearly forty 
years, during which time in addition to his 
official labours he has published works of repute 
on numerous subjects in geology and physical 
geology, and has won a recognized position. 
Among industrious and skilful workers in organic 
chemistry Mr. Perkin stands conspicuous. His 
methods and results are placed on record in the 
Journal of the Chemical Society and other 
scientific publications, and mark him as the 
originator of one of the most important branches 
of chemical industry, namely, the manufacture 
of dyes from coal-tar derivatives, and as an 
original, accurate, and complete investigator. 
And to this we may add that he was never more 
zealous in his work than since circumstances 
have placed it in his power to give his undivided 
attention to science. 


Dr. Pacer (Regius Professor of Medicine), in 
a notice issued in conjunction with Mr. Bettany, 
of Caius, says he considers the subjects of the 
Cambridge Natural Sciences Tripos now too 
numerous and extensive; that to encourage 
candidates to aim at distinction through a 
“general knowledge” of these subjects is to 
encourage them to excessive and injurious efforts 
of memory, instead of careful observation and 
sound research ; that to put candidates proficient 
in one subject into the same class as the former 
is very undesirable; that the overgrown Natural 
Sciences Tripos should be divided into two, 
a Biological and a Physical Tripos. Messrs. 
Sedley Taylor, Dewar, Balfour, and Vines, 
objecting strongly to the elevation of human 
anatomy nearly to an equal position with the 
main subjects of the Tripos, joined in the non- 
placet, and forty-six votes against twenty-six 
rejected the report which had been proposed 
en bloc. 


THE appearance of the remarkable red spot 
on the planet Jupiter, referred to in the Athe- 
neum a few weeks ago, has excited much interest 
and discussion. It had been seen, under some- 
what different conditions, in some previous 
years, and Dr. Tempel, the well-known Director 
of the Royal Observatory of Arcetri, near 
Florence, has several drawings of it made by 
him last year. One of these was taken on 
August 9th, 1878, about half past nine 6’clock 
in the evening, when the spot was, he tells us 
(Astronomische Nachrichten, No. 2284), “longer 
than it is now, of a greyish red, a little redder 
than the northern equatoreal streak.” On the 
26th of the same month, at nine o’clock, he saw it 
completely entered on the right side of Jupiter, 
and having a length equal to the third part 
of the diameter of the planet. This year he 
remarks that ‘‘it is more contracted and of a 
redder hue, but then the northern equatoreal 
streak is also redder than it was last year. 
Striking is the contrast of colour between this 
isolated floating red cloud and the small grey 
streak upon which it would appear to be 
moving.” 

Pror. Peters, the indefatigable small planet 
discoverer of Hamilton College, Clinton, NY. 
discovered again another on the 12th inst., the 
fortieth found by him, which raises the number 
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discovered this year to eighteen, and will reckon 
as No. 209 in a general list. 

On Thursday next, the 27th inst., the earth 
will pass through the orbit of Biela’s comet, that 
remarkable body which would seem to have been 
dissipated, not, like the mythological Jupiter, 
into a shower of gold, but into a swarm of 
meteors. It will be interesting to see whether 
any considerable number of them are congre- 
gated into that part of the comet’s orbit which 
we shall pass through on this occasion. The 
radiant point, we may remind such of our 
readers as desire to watch for them, is in the 
constellation Andromeda. 

Pror. Victor Meyer, who has been reported 
to have decomposed chlorine, writes to Dr. H. 
Endemenn that the communications in the 
English journals concerning his investigations, 
which report the separation of oxygen from 
chlorine, have been published without his know- 
ledge, and are incorrect in essential particulars. 

WE have received from the Geological Survey 
of Canada the Report of Progress for 1877-78. 
The Director of the Survey, Mr. Alfred R. C. 
Selwyn, F.R.S., informs us that a large number 
of new and important facts have been collected 
over an area extending north-easterly from the 
townships of Acton, Roxton, &c., to Mont- 

y and L’Islet, including the whole of the 
island of Orleans and the valleys of the Chau- 
ditre and Etchemin rivers. Explorations and 
surveys have also been made in British Columbia, 
Quebec, New Brunswick, and Nova Scotia. 
The volume contains altogether nine geological 
reports, each giving in much detail full descrip- 
tions of the geology of each of the districts 
examined, and the mineralogical features of 
each. Four large maps accompany the volume 
of reports. 

Tue ‘ Results of Observations in Meteorology 
and Terrestrial Magnetism taken at the Mel- 
bourne Observatory during the year 1876,’ 
forming Vol. V., has been published, with a 
map of Victoria divided into climatic regions. 


M. Lion Franca, of Paris, brought before 
the Institution of Mechanical Engineers at Man- 
chester on the 30th of October the subject of his 
‘Fireless Locomotives for Tramways.’ This 
deserves serious attention, as bearing on the 

eat questions of safety and health in towns. 
Fesentually the fireless engine consists of a 
vessel holding water heated by high-pressure 
steam, supplied from a stationary boiler, and 
it therefore becomes a reservoir of power which 
is sufficient for the required journey. These 
engines have been at work on the tramway be- 
tween Rueil and Marly le Roi for some time.

CHRISTMAS BOOKS. 


We have received from Messrs. Moxon, Son 
& Co. four instalments of their ‘‘Doré Series of 
‘Gift-Books,” comprising in as many volumes the 
‘compositions designed by M. G. Doré to illus- 
trate the Laureate’s ‘Idylls of the King,’ and 
now reapplied to prose versions of the legends, 
compiled from Mallory’s and other works. We 
have not now to repeat what we said in praise 
and censure of the designs, but simply to 
announce their reappearance in this form, and 
add that they are generally adapted to care- 
fully prepared versions of the romances of the 
Arthurian cycle, which, whatever may be said 





of the original legends, are in their turn well 
suited to the illustrations. These books are 
handsomely printed, on good paper, and the 
prints do not appear to have suffered by use. 
The Guinevere, Enid, Elaine, and Vivien form 
separate volumes, each with nine illustrations. 

Harrison Weir's Pictures of Birds and other 
Family Pets comes from the Religious Tract 
Society, and contains groups of common birds, 
rather highly coloured, and boldly and cleverly 
drawn. They are marked by the characteristic 
spirit of the draughtsman, a little overdone in 
some instances. With these is readable letter- 
press for children, printed clearly in large type. 

Hand Shadows on the Wall, by H. Bursill, 
is published by Messrs. Griffith & Farran, and 
contains numerous examples of methods for 
producing resemblances of animals in shadows 
cast-on a wall. Some of the examples are very 
neat and ingeniously contrived. 

Dog Tray’s Travels and The White Cats of York 
(Dean & Sons) are children’s legends illustrated 
with rather gaudily coloured cuts. The former 
comprises uncommonly foolish letter-press ; the 
latter is the better work, and may be acceptable 
to some children. 

Breton Folk, an Artistic Tour in Brittany, 
by H. Blackburn, illustrated by R. Caldecott, 
is published by Messrs. Low & Co. It is a 
capitally printed volume, containing a slight 
narrative of an artist’s sketching tour in Brit- 
tany, describing manners and landscapes, and 
illustrating costumes and customs, homely and 
picturesque, with a light hand, and dashing but 
hardly brilliant touch. Mr. Blackburn deals with 
the places frequently visited in the Finisterre, 
Cétes-du-Nord, and Morbihan. Mr. Caldecott’s 
bright and animated vignettes are invariably 
welcome, because they are full of spirit. The 
smaller they are the better they are. The more 
pretentious cuts gain nothing by being big. 

The Favourite Picture-Book and Nursery Com- 
panion is published by Messrs. Griffith & Farran, 
and contains numerous woodcuts, some of which 
are very spirited. As this volume represents 
‘* the fourteenth edition,” we need say no more 
about it.—Little Margaret’s Ride; or, the Won- 
derful Rocking-Horse, by Mrs. F. Browne, illus- 
trated in colours (same publishers), is a story in 
verse of a progress on a rocking-horse, and is 
uncommonly silly. 








HUNT AND PROUT. 

Ar the Fine-Art Society's Galleries, 148, New 
Bond Street, the visitor will find a collection 
of studies, sketches, and drawings in water 
colours by W. Hunt and S. Prout. The Cata- 
logue is introduced by an eloquent, subtle, and 
extremely pathetic preface by Mr. Ruskin, in 
which are to be found some most admirable 
morality and noble thoughts, expressed in 
splendid English, and marred here and there 
by mistakes, as on p. 13, where it is said 
that Hunt would not have painted a ‘‘ knightly 
interior,” such as the Beauchamp Chapel, 
Warwick, and that he represented ‘rustic 
interiors” with zest and mastery. The latter 
statement is true, but not the former, for, 
apart from gorgeous modern rooms, Hunt painted 
several “‘ knightly interiors,” churches and chapels 
crowded with tombsand hung with banners. Apart 
from this, it is impossible not to sympathize with 
Mr. Ruskin’s enthusiasm for the industry and 
fidelity and technical skill of the “‘ great master 
in small.” Nevertheless Mr. Ruskin is charac- 
teristically silent in regard to Hunt’s humour 
and genuine, if plebeian, wit. On the other 
hand, with respect to the art of Prout, which we 
have always looked on as ‘‘ drawing-mastership 
in excelsis,” but by no means devoid of spirit 
and merits of an extremely prosaic, artificial, and 
limited kind, we cannot find it in our hearts to en- 
dorse the enthusiasm of the author of ‘Modern 
Painters.’ As collections of the works of Prout 
and Hunt, this gathering is inadequate, especi- 
ally as regards Hunt. Of the drawings of the 





| latter painter the gallery contains but few capital 
examples ; his better art is hardly represented 
at all, Mr. Ruskin’s own ‘Pigeon’ (No. 141) 
being the best of the so-called ‘‘ central time” 
of Hunt’s career; the earlier productions are 
but poorly represented by ‘St. Martin’s Church’ 
(123); the finer class of the later works by 
. um Bonum Plums’ (128), ‘ Hare’ (138), 
and not more than two others. 





THE NEW PERUGINO AT THE NATIONAL GALLERY, 
National Gallery, Nov. 17, 1879, 

Tue picture by Pietro Perugino, recently 
placed in the National Gallery, having been 
noticed in your issue of the 8th inst., it may 
interest such of your readers as have seen, or 
may hereafter see, that work to learn some 
further particulars as to its history, which I am 
in a position to give. I would, however, first 
beg leave to correct an oversight in your descrip- 
tion of the picture, which is painted in oil, and 
not in tempera, as there stated. 

The original record of the contract between 
the commissioners of the picture and Perugino 
is, as you have already said, preserved amongst 
the communal archives of Perugia. Of this 
document, which is in Latin, I possess an 
Italian transcript in the handwriting of Prof. 
Adamo Rossi, the learned Librarian of the Com- 
mune, and here subjoin it :— 

**1507. 7 Giugno, presenti Ser Severo di 
Pietro e Giovanni Bernardino di Francesco 
Baglioni. 

“Tl reverendo padre fra Niccold priore di §. 
Maria (de’ Servi), assente maestro Gaudioso, e 
Cristoforo di Leonardo sartore di Porta §, 
Pietro, fideicommissarj ed esecutori  testi- 
mentarj di nostro Giovanni Schiavone gid 
falegname di Perugia, defonto, come dissero 
constare per mano di Ser Mariotto, allogarono a 
cottimo a Maestro Pietro, eccellente maestro di 
pittura, presente, ecc, a fare e fabbricare una 
tavola di legname, e fatta e fabbricata, a 
dipingerla di sua mano, nella quale debba 
dipingere l’immagine della gloriosa Vergine col 
Figliuolo, a piedi, a somiglanza di quella di 
Loreto, con la figura di 8. Girolamo in abito 
cardinalesco, e di S. Francesco stimatizzato, con 
colori fini, ornamenti d’oro, ecc. 

‘*E questo fecero, perche i detti locatori gli 
promisero per sua fatica e mercede fiorini 47, 
a bolognini 40 per fiorino, con la predella e para- 
menti delle buche. 

‘La qual tavola egli promise dipingere, e 
dipinta, restituire entro il mese di Settembre 
prossimo venturo ; e nel caso che non la resti- 
tuisse, pagare la detta quantita di 47 fiorini, 
purche non forse giustamente impedito, ecc. 

“Con questo patto che si debba nel prezzo di 
detta pittura computare tutto il legname a 
ragione di tre soldi al piede.’” —(Archivio 
notarile di Perugia. Rogili di Bernardino di 
Ser Angelo, bastardello del 1503 al 1507, 
c. 539 t.) 

The bwche mentioned in the text probably 
refer to two openings (circular, I think), which, 
to the best of my recollection, occur in the 
vaulting of the small chapel, little more than a 
bay, in the church of the Servi, and which may 
have been pierced when the picture was about 
to be placed above the altar of this otherwise 
obscure recess. The massive and elaborately 
carved frame of ungilt wood which contained 
the picture is traditionally said to have been 
designed by Pietro himself, and may be com- 
prehended in either the legname or the orna- 
menti of the text. 

The executors of Schiavone and their heirs 
having died out, the chapel, together with the 
picture, became the property of the friars of 
S. Maria de’ Servi, and were subsequently pur- 
chased from them by the noble family of Cecconi 
of Perugia, from which family they passed by 
inheritance to that of the barons Della Penna. 
By the latter the picture was removed from its 
dark abode to their palace in the town, anda 
very tolerable modern copy of it was inserted in

the frame, which, being a fixture, remained 
in the chapel. 

To artists it may be interesting to know that 
this remarkably well preserved picture is painted 
upon ordinary pinewood. Frep., W. Burton. 

*,* It is almost impossible to distinguish an 
oiled or varnished tempera picture while under 
glass from an oil painting proper. The pro- 
babilities of the case and the character of this 
work suggested the former. 

ST. MARK’S, VENICE. 

A MEETING, which we have already announced, 
was held at Oxford on Saturday last in order to 
protest against the tampering with St. Mark’s. 
Unfortunately Mr. Ruskin was not present, 
because on such occasions a profound despair 
seizes the author of ‘The Stones of Venice.’ 
The assembly was addressed by Mr. E. Burne 
Jones, the Dean of Christ Church, Mr. W. 
Richmond, and others. Mr. Street, who can- 
not be called an opponent of restoration per se, 
declared that, so far from St. Mark’s being in a 
state of structural decay, that building, which 
he studied attentively not many weeks ago, is 
practically as sound and strong as ever. We may 
add that the opinion of Mr. Burges, who, like 
Mr. Street, is a cathedral builder, founded on 
recent close examination of St. Mark’s, is to the 
same effect. 

Besides an earnest expression of the opinion 
of Mr. Gladstone, the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Ancient Buildings has obtained the 
signature of Lord Beaconsfield to the memorial 
which we mentioned last week. The authorities, 
Principal Librarian and heads of departments in 
the British Museuin have joined in this remon- 
strance, and so have Messrs. R. Browning, D. G. 
Rossetti, Sir F. Leighton, and others. TheSociety 
of Painters in Water Colours has held a meeting 
in support of these protests. M. Yriarte, the 
distinguished arch:eologist, who has written more 
about the city, and to better purpose, than any 
one since Mr. Ruskin, has declared against the 
operations, which, if persisted in, cannot but 
complete the ruin of St. Mark’s as a work of 
beauty, art, and history. Its exterior and in- 
terior have already suffered enough. A Venetian 
paper has reprinted Mr. Morris’s letter, and 
replies to it in a strain that shows how little 
it is understood in Venice what harm ‘“‘ restora- 
tion ” does. 

We trust our French brethren in art, besides 
the artists of Italy, Germany, Belgium, and 
Holland, will, before it is too late, associate 
themselves actively in the movement which has 
called forth the energy of our own people. 
Would it be too much to expect that the Royal 
Academy, not only individually, but as a quasi- 
public body, should manifest interest in a struc- 
ture of which most of them have heard and afew 
have seen ? 





THE ‘MADONNA DEL SACCO.’ 
Florence, Nov. 4, 1879. 

Ir is quite true that the beautiful fresco by 
Ancrea del Sarto in the cloister of the church 
of the Annunziata, generally known as_ the 
‘Madonna del Sacco,’ has suffered severely from 
damp occasioned by rain-water from the main 
roof of the church, which is conducted by water- 
pipes down the angle near the fresco and over 
the roof of the arcade which surrounds the 
cloister. The custodian of the church assured 
me that the water-pipes and the roof had been 
thoroughly repaired two years ago, at which 
time the fresco was in a much worse condition 
than it is now. I believe this man’s statement 
is correct, as I could see from the other ex- 
tremity of the cloister that the water-pipes were 
in good condition, and the damage sustained by 
the fresco up to the present time extends only to 
the loss of the mouth and part of the cheek of 
Joseph, and some slight defects in the left eye 
and cheek of the Madonna. The custodian in- 
formed me that there was no special architect 
attached to the church, but that the architect of 





the municipality was consulted occasionally. 
I hope these few lines will relieve the minds of 
many lovers of art whose fears for the fate of 
this interesting work of Andrea del Sarto’s had 
been roused by certain statements in the Italian 
journals alluded to in your number of October 
25th. J. T. Woop. 

P.S.—I may add that the pantile roofs of the 
churches, cloisters, arcades, and other buildings 
in Italy are very unfavourable for the preserva- 
tion of paintings. Many of the frescoes in the 
cloister of the Annunziata have sustained con- 
siderable damage. 








SFine-Art Gossip. 

THE private view of the Exhibition of Cabinet 
Pictures in Oil, Dudley Gallery, is appointed 
for to-day (Saturday). The gallery will be 
opened to the public on Monday next. 

Mr. F. Mapox Brown has just finished the 
second cartoon of the series of illustrations of the 
history of Manchester, which he has been com- 
missioned to execute in the Town Hall of that city. 
The work is named ‘The Romans at Mancenion,’ 
and depicts the building of a fort or castrum 
near the present site of Manchester. In the 
centre of the design stands a Roman military 
engineer, displaying to the commander of the 
legion a plan of the fort which is being built 
before our eyes. The large scroll is open in 
the hands of its designer. The officer, wearing 
a gon-crested helmet and scarlet mantle, 
turns a little sideways to the front, thus showing 
his face to us, while he studies the fortifications 
with the aid of the plan. The robe of the 
engineer is blown out behind his figure by 
the breeze which rushes past the heights, the 
bleakness of which is suggested by the thick 
clothing of the wife of the commander, 
who attends him, and wears thick furs 
and woollens. She holds by the hand her 
sturdy boy of eight years old, who, with a toy 
clarion in his hand, and with sportive ene 
of the Roman sort, kicks out behind at the face 
of a burly negro, a legionary, who, standing on 
a lower platform than that occcupied by the 
principal figures, barely escapes a blow, and 
turns to the brutal boy with a diftident grin. 
British labourers are occupied on the walls, 
bringing materials, hewn stones, and mortar, 
which Roman soldiers, clad in armour because 
of the cold, are arranging on the growing walls. 
From this high point we survey the winding 
course of the river which is now called the 
Medlock, and to its banks beyond, over the 
fosse of the camp. It would be hard to 
tell the story of this picture with greater 
dramatic force. Artistically speaking, the 
grouping is most effective and impressive ; 
the actions and the expressions appear to be 
all that could be desired. A picture by this 
artist is sure to be rich and harmonious in 
colour. 

Mr. Wa ttis has recently completed a picture, 
intended for the approaching Winter Exhibition 
of the Society of Painters in Water Colours, 
which represents Signorelli meditating on his 
work while descending stairs in a narrow sunlit 
street of Florence, and attended by a pupil, pro- 
bably his son, who carries a portfolio of sketches. 
It is in effect a study of brilliant colours 
in contrast with varied white, dark-toned cos- 
tumes and figures, with vividly illuminated 
buildings of the latter tint, and deep clear 
shadows, with splendid sunlight. The faces and 
attitudes are full of spirit and character. 

On Thursday next the Society of Antiquaries 
will hold their opening meeting, the Earl of 
Carnarvon in the chair. During the summer 
an Historical Monuments and Documents Com- 
mittee of this Society has held meetings to 
consider what steps should be taken to carry 
out the proposals made by Lord Carnarvon in 
his anniversary address to extend the action 
and influence of the Society. It is believed that 


a Report from this Committee will on Thursday 
evening be laid before the Society. Attention 
will also be called to the proposed ‘‘ restoration ” 
of St. Mark’s, Venice. Mr. Edwin Freshfield, 
F.S.A., will, if time permits, lay before the 
Society some remarks on some early parish 
books of the City of London. 


Sm Epmunp Beckerr, not content with 
destroying the external character of St. Albans 
Abbey by putting a high roof on the nave, now 
seeks to have the building handed over to him 
personally, to do with it what he likes. When 
we last heard, no plans or drawings had been 
lodged with the application for the faculty, which, 
unless an efficient opposition can be organized, 
will be granted to-day (Saturday), but it is said, 
though we can scarcely believe it, that the inten- 
tion is to destroy the great west window, put in 
by John of Wheathamstead, and to insert three 
nineteenth century pointed windows. Surely the 
Bishop cannot think this is ‘‘ restoration.” 


Ir is proposed to unite Mont St. Michel per- 
manently with the mainland by means of a cause- 
way (digue), giving dry access to the place at all 
states of the tide. The French engineer autho- 
rities have appointed Commissioners to confer 
with the Inspectors-General of Historical Monu- 
ments in France as to the means by which this 
causeway may be constructed without damage to 
the architectural beauty of Mont St. Michel. 


A TELEGRAM from Olympia, dated Nov. 7th, 
announces that between the Hall of the Echo and 
the Stadium has been found the head of the 
Nike of Pzeonius ; a three-fold band is twisted 
round it, but the face is unfortunately injured. 
There have also been discovered an inscription 
with the name of Polycletus, a new hall in 
Roman style on the south-west, and a bronze 
discus with inscription. 


Tue Union Centrale of Paris will organize at 
the Palais des Champs Elysées next year an 
exhibition of works of fine art applied to 
industry. This exhibition will be opened at the 
beginning of August, and closed at the end of 
November. An exposition of works of art and 
industry will be formed at Diisseldorf, and 
opened on the 1st of May next, and closed at 
the end of September. 


Some of the best American scholars have 
addressed to the Governor of Rhode Island 
and other authorities of that State an urgent 
remonstrance against the transportation of the 
obelisk presented by the Viceroy. There is a 
great difference between the removal of Egyptian 
Obelisks by Roman conquerors to the banks of 
the Tiber and what is now proposed. In Roman 
days there were many obelisks standing in Egypt ; 
those which were taken to Italy were trophies 
of war and spoils the empire could not but 
covet. Nor did their possession offend the 
antique sense of fitness, as a new act of the 
same kind offends modern sentiment, love of 
art, and reverence for antiquity. When the 
French took the obelisk of Luxor to Paris, the 
antique feeling still obtained and public taste 
opposed it but faintly. This, too, was spoil of 
war. Time and better teaching have changed 
all this, and every man of culture revolts at the 
notion of taking down any relic from its historic 
site and setting it up again under other and 
alien stars. The case of the obelisk on the 
Northern Embankment of the Thames is not 

el. Our acquisition was made with very 
questionable taste indeed, but we destroyed 
nothing, we effaced no immemorial landmark, 
we blotted out no symbol from the history of 
Egypt and of art—indeed, we rescued one. Let 
us hope, therefore, that a questionable example 
will be avoided in the States, and that the 
remonstrance of American scholars and artists 
will assure to Egypt possession of the most 
famous of all her obelisks. America desires no 
spoils of war ; it can never be a pledge of peace 
| to take from the Nile kingdom the very last 
jewel of her ancient crown of art.

HER MAJESTY’S THEATRE. 


Beyond the appearance of the Spanish ballet 
troupe there has been little to note at this 
establishment. The performance of ‘ Don Gio- 
vanni’ on Thursday week was chiefly remarkable 
for the assumption of Donna Anna by Madame 
Marie Roze. The French prima donna has 
neither the volume of voice nor the dramatic 
intensity which enabled Tietjens to make this 
part the most impressive in the opera ; but her 
efforts are always characterized by artistic ear- 
nestness, and her natural gifts are at least com- 
mensurate with the requirements of a réle iden- 
tified with the triumphs of the greatest singers 
in the past. Mdlle. Lido was obviously unequal 
to the exacting part of Elvira, which, it may be 
observed, is but seldom allotted to an artist 
possessed of the necessary vocal and histrionic 
resources. The Zerlina of Madame Trebelli is 
too familiar to require comment. A word of 
warning may be addressed to Signor Susini to 
moderate his tendencies to indulge in buffoonery 
in the character of Leporello. 

Verdi's ‘ Aida’ is now thoroughly established 
in popular favour, and as the support accorded 
to this and other operas renders the production 
of novelties unnecessary, variety can only be 
secured by frequent alterations in the casts. On 
this ground the abolition of the monopoly 
whereby leading artists were permitted to con- 
sider certain characters as their exclusive pro- 
perty is to be commended. It is unlikely, 
however, that the assumption by Madame 
Pappenheim of the title réle in Verdi’s Egyptian 
opera will add to her reputation. Dramatic 
intensity is her strong point, and the greatest 
effect on Monday was made in the passionate 
scene with Amonasro in the third act. But the 
performance as a whole was unsympathetic, and 
the lack of charm left a painful hiatus in the 
general effect, notwithstanding the strenuous 
efforts of the artist to render justice io the 
character. 

On Wednesday ‘ Faust’ was given, with 
Madame Marie Roze as Marguerite, the cha- 
racter in which she first sought the suffrages 
of an English audience eight years ago. Her 
presentment of Goethe’s heroine may not be 
remarkable for any points of originality, but it 
is a careful and pleasing performance, free from 
any serious blemish, either vocal or dramatic. 

The Royal Spanish Ballet Troupe has appeared 
nightly since Thursday week. Sefiorita Fuen- 
santa is the principal dancer, and there are four 
male subordinates and eight females. There 
can be no question that a divertissement, consist- 
ing of the national dances of Spain, well per- 
formed, and accompanied by characteristic music, 
would be highly interesting and attractive to 
the public. But there is little in the efforts of 
those now engaged at Her Majesty’s Theatre to 
distinguish them from ordinary professors of 
choregraphic art. Senorita Fuensanta has agility 
and vigour in abundance, but her movements 
are not distinguished by grace or individuality, 
and the music of the ballet is bald and common- 
place in the extreme. Further, it is reprehen- 





sible to delay the progress and break the con- 
tinuity of an opera by introducing the ballet 
between the acts. Interpolations of various kinds 
were formerly much in vogue, both in dramatic 
and operatic performances, but the custom has 
happily passed out of fashion, and its resuscita- 
tion in any form is not to be desired. The 
endeavours of the entrepreneurs of Her Majesty’s 
Theatre to encourage a taste for ballet form 
a curious feature in the history of the establish- 
ment. The late Benjamin Lumley lost consider- 
ably in the attempt, and Mr. Mapleson has from 
time to time made feeble efforts in the same 
cause, but wholly without result. 


CRYSTAL PALACE CONCERTS. 

ProspaBiy the two most prolific composers 
of the present day are Anton Rubinstein and 
Joachim Raff. A fortnight ago one of Rubin- 
stein’s concertos was played at the Crystal 
Palace ; and last week Raff's Eighth Symphony 
was performed there for the first time in Eng- 
land. The association of the two names suggests 
itself somewhat naturally, as, while widely 
differing in many respects, both are remarkable 
for the large number of their published works, 
as well as for the singularly unequal quality of 
that which they produce. Of the two, Rubin- 
stein has more poetry of idea, Raff more com- 
mand of form. Rubinstein is often remarkably 
happy in his first thoughts, and he then spoils 
a movement by inartistic workmanship. Raff, 
on the contrary, too frequently seems to take 
the first idea, good or bad, which offers itself, 
and then to treat it with the utmost skill, as if 
endeavouring, in the words of our homely 
proverb, ‘‘to make a silk purse out of a sow’s 
ear.” In neither case is the result wholly 
satisfactory. Both composers appear deficient 
in the power of self-criticism, and would pro- 
bably be much more successful if they only 
wrote half as much as they do. 

These remarks have been suggested by the 
hearing of Raff’s Eighth Symphony—the last he 
has published, though he has a ninth in manu- 
script. While it would be unjust not to recog- 
nize the numerous merits of the work, it cannot 
but be felt that it is distinctly inferior to several 
of Raff’s earlier symphonies. The Second (in c 
major, Op. 140, which has not yet been heard in 
England), the ‘Im Walde’ (No. 3), the Fourth 
(in @ minor), and the ‘ Lenore’ (No. 5), all sur- 
pass the work now under notice in the beauty of 
their themes. Remarkably clever treatment we 
find almost as a matter of course, but the subjects 
selected for development are, excepting those of 
the slow movement, mostly commonplace, dry, 
or positively ugly. That ditfuseness, also, which 
is one of the prominent characteristics of Raff’s 
larger works is here painfully noticeable. The 
symphony occupies more than three quarters of 
an hour in performance—a length which can only 
be justified, as in the case of Schubert’s great 
Symphony in c, by wealth of thought and the 
charm of the melodies. Here we tind neither ; 
and the general impression produced by the 
work is one of weariness. 

The title of the present symphony (which, like 
all its predecessors excepting No. 4, is founded 
upon a definite programme) is ‘ Friihlings- 
kliinge,’ and the four movements of which it is 
composed bear. the headings, ‘‘Spring’s Re- 
turn,” “‘In the Walpurgis Night,” ‘‘ With the 
First Nosegay,” and ‘‘ Wanderlust ”—a German 
word for which we have no exact English 
equivalent, but which may be rendered “Desire 
to travel.” The work is written in the recognized 
symphonic form, and the headings just quoted 
indicate merely the ideas underlying the com- 
position ; for only in the second movement is 
anything like tone-painting attempted. 

The first allegro commences with a long exor- 
dium of a vague and indefinite character, with 
frequent and unexpected modulations, which at 
the eighty-fourth bar leads into the principal 
subject of the movement—a theme which, as is 








often the case with Raff, is rather trivial, and 





wanting in the dignity requisite for a symphony, 
The second subject is far more attractive, but 
its entry is too long deferred, and the whole 
movement, though containing many clever 
details, is terribly prolix, occupying not less 
than a quarter of an hour in performance. In 
actual length it little, if at all, exceeds the first 
movement of the ‘ Eroica’ Symphony; but what 
a difference in the effect! One can tolerate, 
and even enjoy, a long sermon when the preacher 
has something to say that is worth hearing ; but 
a protracted discourse full of platitudes and 
repetitions becomes tiresome in the extreme, 
The ‘‘ Walpurgis Night” scherzo, which forms the 
second movement, is not open to the same 
charge as the first ; but it offends against the 
canons of art in a different way. The Wal- 
purgis Night, as readers of Goethe’s ‘Faust’ 
know, is traditionally the period when witches 
and demons hold their revels, and in Raft’s 
music the diabolical element comes promi- 
nently forward. Some of his themes here are 
remarkable for their positive ugliness ; in one 
place (at p. 78 of the score) the composer has 
introduced a series of progressions, the effect of 
which is so hideous that he has thought it 
necessary in a foot-note to caution conductors 
against altering the passage, the presumption 
being that it would have been supposed a printer’s 
error had this warning not been given. Weber, 
in the incantation scene of the ‘ Freischiitz,’ 
and Mendelssohn, in the chorus ‘‘Come with 
torches” of his ‘First Walpurgis Night,’ have 
shown how the supernatural may be depicted in 
music without transgressing the limits of the 
beautiful ; and it may be safely affirmed that 
when beauty is sacrificed to realism, as in the 
present movement or in the finale of the same 
composer’s ‘Lenore’ Symphony, the laws of 
true art are violated. The cleverness, nay even 
the power, of this scherzo cannot be denied ; but 
the effect is bad, because it is artistically false. 

It is difficult to see much connexion between 
the title and the music of the slow movement, 
‘¢ With the First Nosegay”; but apart from this 
question, and regarded simply as music, it is 
the most charming—we might say the only 
charming—portion of the symphony. The 
themes are graceful and less commonplace than 
in the rest of the work, while the orchestration 
is picturesque, the close of the movement being 
especially pleasing. The finale, like the first 
movement, is exceedingly diffuse, common- 
place, and almost vulgar, and at the end of 
the work the prevailing feeling is relief that 
it is finished. As one of the latest specimens 
of modern German art, by one of the most dis- 
tinguished of living composers, the symphony 
was perhaps worth a single hearing ; but, as has 
been remarked above, it is by no means one of 
its composer’s best, and is, we should imagine, 
not likely to be repeated. The performance, 
with which Mr. Manns had (as he always does) 
taken the greatest possible pains, did the fullest 
justice to the work, and was one of which both 
conductor and orchestra might well feel proud. 

The remainder of the programme consisted 
of Mendelssohn’s Concerto in G minor, admir- 
ably played by Friulein Anna Mehlig (who also 
gave short solos by Chopin and Rubinstein), 
two songs sung by Mr. Santley, and Gounod’s 
not very striking ballet music from ‘ Polyeucte.’ 
This afternoon Schumann’s ‘Rhenish’ Sym- 
phony, Dr. Swinnerton Heap’s Concert Over- 
ture, and Mozart’s Concerto in p minor, played 
by Madame Goddard, are the chief pieces 
announced. 





THE POPULAR CONCERTS, ST. JAMES’S HALL. 

THE performance of Rubinstein’s Sonata in 
B minor for pianoforte and violin at last Satur- 
day’s Popular Concert would have occasioned 
greater interest had it not clashed with that of 
Raff's Eighth Symphony at the Crystal Palace. 
The work is numbered Op. 98, and as the 
Russian composer has not advanced far beyond 
his 100th published Opus, it must be accounted 
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—— 
one of his recent productions. It is dedicated 
to his countryman Leopold Auer, the eminent 
violinist. If there be any virtue in ‘‘ heavenly 
length,” then must the Sonata in B minor be a 
very fine work, for it occupies about forty 
minutes in performance. There are four move- 
ments, of which the first, lento, &c., leading to 
allegro vivace, is by far the most extended and 
important. The ideas are extremely fine, and 
are characterized by boldness and individuality, 
put the spirit of unity is wanting. Though the 
movement is correct as to form, the various 
motives seem strung together haphazard, with- 
out any attempt at system or logical sequence. 
Consequently the general effect is disappointing, 
though the details are impressive. The next 
two movements, moderato assai (in place of a 
scherzo) and adagio, are little better than clever 
improvisations. But it is in the finale, allegro 
moderato, that the composer most freely abandons 
himself to the spirit of caprice. Changes of 
time and rhythm occur with bewildering fre- 
quency, though the peroration is noteworthy for 
its vigour and appropriateness. Speaking gener- 
ally, the sonata exhibits the genius and the 
failings of the composer in an equally strong 
light. In some respects it is the antithesis of 
much music by living German musicians. For 
example, in certain works of] Brahms we are 
impressed by the splendour of the workman- 
ship rather than by the wealth of the ideas. 
That the two faculties are so rarely found in 
combination is a misfortune which admits of no 
remedy. The performance of Herr Rubinstein’s 
sonata by Madame Norman-Néruda and Mr. 
Charles Halle was more than satisfactory, if not 
absolutely perfect. Passages of enormous diffi- 
culty prevail in both parts, but the writing for 
the violin is far less grateful than that for the 
pianoforte. Mendelssohn’s two movements of a 
Quartet, written in 1847, Beethoven’s sonata 
‘Les Adieux,’ and Schubert's Pianoforte 
Quintet in a, Op. 114, completed the instru- 
mental portion of the concert. Miss Lillian 
Bailey sang three songs, her very artistic ren- 
dering of Mozart’s ‘‘Porgi amor” deserving 
especial mention. Herr Henschel was the 
accompanist. On Monday the programme in- 
cluded Beethoven’s Quartet in c, Op. 59, No. 3, 
the same composer’s Sonata in E flat, Op. 31, 
No. 3, Handel's Violin Sonata in a, played by 
Madame Norman-Néruda, and Haydn’s Piano- 
forte Trio in x. Mr. Charles Halle was the 
pianist, and Miss Hope Glenn the vocalist. 
Signor Piatti was prevented by sudden indis- 
position from appearing, and his place was taken 
by Signor Pezze. 








Hlusical Gossip. 


THE new oratorio which Mr. Arthur Sullivan 
is writing for the Leeds Festival next year is to 
be entitled ‘Saul and Jonathan.’ Mr. J. F. 
Barnett has selected as the subject of his can- 
tata Longfellow’s poem ‘The Building of the 
Ship.’ 

A report has been current that the New 
Philharmonic Concerts are to be discontinued. 
This is only true as regards the title ; but the 
performances will be given next season as Mr. 
Ganz’s Orchestral Concerts. The dates fixed 
are Saturdays April 17th, May Ist, 15th, 29th, 
and June 12th. 

THE report and balance-sheet issued by the 
Committee of the Bristol Festival have been for- 
warded to us. It appears that the excess of 
receipts over expenditure at the recent festival 
enabled the Committee to discharge a debt of 
755/., caused by losses on the meeting of 1876 
and by the intermediate concerts, and to hand 
over a sum of 500. to the local charities, carry- 
ing forward a balance of 1101. This result must 
be pronounced eminently satisfactory, and it 
should impel the Directors to make vigorous 
efforts to enlarge the importance and usefulness 
of the undertaking under their charge. 





A PIANOFORTE recital was given at Willis’s 
Rooms on Wednesday by Miss Kate Ockleston 
and Miss Helen Hopekirk. These youthful 
artists were fellow-students at Leipzig, and may 
now be termed executants of ability, their play- 
ing being noteworthy for lightness and delicacy 
of touch and careful manipulation. It may be 
remembered that Miss Hopekirk made a suc- 
cessful appearance at the Crystal Palace Concerts 
last season. The programme of Wednesday in- 
cluded Schumann’s Variations in B flat, a brilliant 
piece entitled ‘ La Bella Griseledis,’ by Reinecke, 
and an ineffective transcription of the ‘ Wal- 
kiirenritt,’ all for two pianos ; also Schumann’s 
‘Carneval’ and Chopin’s Polonaise in £ fiat. 
Miss Carlotta Elliot and Mr. W. H. Cummings 
contributed some songs. 


THE programme of Mr. Riseley’s Popular 
Concert at the Colston Hall, Bristol, last Mon- 
day, included Beethoven’s ‘ Eroica’ Symphony, 
the Overtures to ‘La Cenerentola’ (Rossini) 
and ‘ Rosamunde ’ (Schubert), E. Prout’s Minuet 
and Trio, various miscellaneous instrumental 
pieces, and vocal music sung by Miss Amy 
Aylward. 

A very successful performance of Costa’s ‘ Eli’ 
was given on the 11th inst. by the Dumfries 
Philharmonic Society, conducted by Mr. J. G. 
Gooden. The soloists were Miss Anna Williams, 
Madame Enriquez, Mr. Vernon Rigby, and Mr. 
Thurley Beale. 


Tue whole of the fifth Gewandhaus Concert 
at Leipzig, on the 6th inst., was occupied by 
a performance of Bruch’s ‘ Lied von der Glocke,’ 
the solo parts of which were sung by Frauen 
Otto-Alvsleben and Hohenschild, Dr. Gunz, 
and Herr Staudigl. As on other occasions of 
its performance, the work appears to have had 
little more than a succés d’estime. 

THe current number of the Musikalisches 
Wochenblatt contains two lengthy notices, from 
different pens, of Rubinstein’s ‘ Nero,’ the first 
performance of which we announced last week. 
Both articles speak of the work in much less 
favourable terms than the critique in the Signale, 
from which we derived our first information. 

A comic opera, ‘ Adam,’ in two acts, by Herr 
Frank, the conductor of the Opera at Frankfort- 
on-the-Maine, has been produced at Carlsruhe. 


HERREN REINECKE AND ScHRADIECK, of Leip- 
zig, are giving a series of performances in various 
towns of Germany, at which the programmes 
consist of the complete series of Beethoven’s 
sonatas for piano and violin, ten in number. 
These are given on two evenings, five on each. 
The apparently venturesome experiment was 
tried first in Halle, with complete success. 
Each concert occupies only two hours. 

In consequence of the differences with Herr 
Schott, the leading tenor singer, Dr. Hans von 
Biilow has resigned his post as Director of the 
Opera at Hanover. 

Mopiiz. VERA TIMANOFF, a young Russian 
pianist of high repute on the Continent, has 
been playing with the greatest success at 
Hamburg. 

At the Paris Grand Opéra Rossini’s ‘ Le 
Comte Ory’ is in rehearsal. Auber’s ‘ Le 
Philtre,’ one of his most charming and unde- 
servedly neglected works, is shortly to be pro- 
duced at the same house. 

Haypn’s ‘ Seasons’ was performed at the first 
concert of the Gesang-Musikverein, Diisseldorf, 
on the 23rd ult., under the direction of Herr 
Julius Tausch. 

At M. Pasdeloup’s Concert Populaire last 
Sunday week Berlioz’s ‘Symphonie Fantastique’ 
was given. M. Breitner played Tschaikowsky's 
Pianoforte Concerto in B flat minor with great 
success.

Dramatic Gossip, 

Tue new drama which the Laureate has 
written for the St. James’s Theatre is in one 
act, and is founded upon a story in the Deca- 
meron. It will probably be played about 
Christmas, with Mr. and Mrs. Kendal in the 
principal parts. 

At a morning performance of ‘Romeo and 
Juliet’ on Saturday last at the Adelphi, Miss 
Elaine Verner made her first appearance as 
Juliet. No special power or promise was re- 
vealed, and the performance scarcely rose to 
mediocrity. Mr. James Fernandez gave in re- 
markably effective style the part of the Friar. 

‘Dr. Davy’ has been revived at the Adelphi, 
with Mr. Hermann Vezin in his original vé/e of 
David Garrick. 

Tue Folly Theatre reopened on Monday night 
under the direction of Mr. J. L. Toole. No 
novelty marked the commencement of Mr. 
Toole’s management, the pieces selected being 
Mr. Byron’s comic drama of ‘A Fool and his 
Money’ and the popular farce ‘Ici on parle 
Frangais.’ In the former of these Mr. Toole 
repeated his droll performance of ‘‘ Chawles,” a 
footman who finds himself suddenly exalted 
into the possession of a fortune, of which he is 
as suddenly deprived ; in the latter he repeated 
the part of Spriggins, probably the most popular 
in his répertvire. In both he was most warmly 
received, the enthusiasm of the public tempting 
him to deliver a short impromptu address. A 
new comic drama by Mr. Byron, entitled ‘ The 
Upper Crust,’ is announced for production. Mr. 
Toole can scarcely be congratulated on the 
strength of his company, though one or two 
well-known actors, such as Mr. John Billington 
and Miss Emily Thorne, figure in the list. 

‘Tae Huncupack’ of Sheridan Knowles has 
been revived at Sadler’s Wells, with Miss Vir- 
ginia Francis, Miss Isabel Bateman, and Mr. 
Charles Kelly in the principal réles. Mr. Kelly’s 
Master Walter is not one of his best perform- 
ances. Miss Francis’s Helen shows a vein of 
genuine comedy, but is spoiled by exaggeration, 
and Miss Isabel Bateman’s Julia is weak and 
colourless. Her means are inadequate to the 
due representation of a character that makes 
great demands upon an actress. 


Tue December number of the Theatre maga- 
zine will contain short articles by Mr. Theodore 
Martin, Mr. F. J. Furnivall, Mr. F. Marshall, 
&c., on the question raised in the last number, 
namely, whether, in writing the ‘Merchant of 
Venice,’ Shakspeare did not make a plea for 
toleration towards the Jews. 

A new act has been added by MM. Meilhac 
and Halévy to their comedy of ‘Le Mari de la 
Débutante,’ presented in February last at the 
Palais Royal, and the piece, now in five acts, 
has been reproduced with complete success. 
M. Geoffroy is once more the Comte Escarbon- 
nier, and MM. Daubray, Montbars, Hyacinthe, 
and Calvin resume their original réles. A new 
character introduced in the added act is played 
with spirit by Mdlle. Marie Magnier. 

‘ JopELET,’ by Scarron, has been given at the 
Matinées of the ThéAtre des Italiens, a conférence 
on Scarron by M. de Lapommeraye prefacing 
the representation. 








MISCELLANEA

Petroleum.—It is commonly supposed that 
petroleum is a modern discovery; but it was 
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known in the time of Alexander, though the 
ancients made no use of the find. The follow- 
ing is a most interesting passage :—‘‘For a 
Macedonian called Proxenus, that had charge 
of the kings cariage [baggage], as he digged in 
a certaine place by the riuer of Oxus, to set 
vp the kings tent and his lodging, he found a 
eertain fat and oily veine, which after they had 
drawn out the first, there came out also another 
clearer, which differed nothing, neither in smell, 
tast, nor savour from natural oile, hauing the 
glosse and fatness so like, as there could be 
discerned no difference between them: the 
which was so much the more to be wondered at, 
because in all that country there were no oliues ” 
(Sir T. North, tr. of Plutarch’s ‘ Lives,’ ed. 
1631, p. 702). This passage is more than curious, 
for it may be useful. If there was rock-oil 
beside the Oxus in Alexander’s time, there is 
probably some there still. It might almost be 
worth while to go and see; and if any one should 
there ‘strike oil,” let him thank Plutarch for 
his remark.
